— Daring the terrible 
bottle lit Franklin, Tennessee, on Thursday 
evening, the ladies of Franklin exhibited a 
courage and a nobleness of heart worthy of the 
domes of 8part«. The shell were bursting all 
around the town and shrieking through the 
streets ; the air was freighted with sulphurous 
odors, and oyer all the clouds of smoke hnng 
like a heavy pall ; the rifle-balls were whistling 
— falling more fast than the hail of a summer 
•torm, yet the ladies shrank not in fear, nor 
added a wail to the roar of the terrible storm ; 
but they sallied forth from the houses, regad- 
less of danger, and became kind, ministering 
angels to the wounded and the dying. In the 
hour of suffering and death all were brothers, 
and no distinction was mode between tho Federal 
and Confederate soldier. Prostrated by 
wounds, stained with blood, suffering deeply, 
and struggling in the agonies of death, all were 
men. all were bound to earth by the common 
ties of humanity, and the dying were hastening 
te that bourne from which no traveller returns. " 
In the hour when the thoughts were turned to 
Heaven, all were brothers, erring children of 
one Great Father. The ladies nobly braved the 
•torm, bowed in kindness over the wounded, 
bleeding forms, dressed their shattered limbs, 
bathed their parched lips, and soothed them 
with words of gentleness and love. Theirs was 
a Mjr mission, and the soldiers will ever bear 
thcut in kind remembrance The hour made 
"ilem strong, and to the wounded sufferers they 
became ministering angels, Indeed. Here the 
head of a Federal soldier was raised, and as he 
felt the soft touch of a woman's hand upon his 
brow, the lips moved, while the eyes grew 
glassy, and he faintly murmured words of love- 
names dear in his far-off Northern home. There 
lay the Confederate soldier, his warm blood dy- 
thc plain, and as the form of womau bent over 
him, and bathed his lips and temples, to hU 
fading eyesight the face was that of an angel, 
and, as the pulte beat more feebly, the mind 
wandered to the brightness of his sunny home, 
and with the names "mother, sister," fondly 
whispered, the head dropped lifeless, and the 
limbs grew cold in death. It was a strange, 
wild scene for the form of woman — the air 
heavy with the thunders of battle, the clash of 
arms, aud licrce shout of men, and blood and 
carnage reigning on every side. It was no time 
for timid hearts, and the ladies of Frauklin 
nerved themselves to meet the exigencies of the 
hour. Honor to them; their names will ever 
be green in the memory of the soldier, and for 
the work of mercy and goodness the angels in 
heaven will make them their sisters when they 
are done with time and earth. 



Two Mil* Shot. — About 5 o'clock Friday 
afternoon, sa\e the Nashville Dispatch, a soldier 
named Arthur L Curry, sergeant-major of the 
8th Kansas, when opposite the store of Mr. 
Clay Roberts, on Cherry street, attempted to 
escape from the guard that had him in custody 
On some slight charge. The guard called to 
him to halt thrca or four times quite distinctly, 
but Cum- paving no attention, the guard flred 
at him. The ball entered his body beneath the 
shoulder-blade, and passed eutirely through, 
lodging in the leg of a negro woman some thirty 
yards off. Curry died almost instantly.

An inmate of the Maxwell barracks came 
near receiving his quietus from the rifle of the 
guard in front of that building.

Democrat of Thursday.the dwell- 
ing of Mr. Philip I'irtlc was entirely destroyed 
by Ore, together with all his household furniture, 
and over fcaOO in money. It was discovered 
about 11 o'clock at night, barely time for the 
inmates to escape. Mr. Pirtle lives some eight 
cr nine miles from town, in Jefferson township. 
That it was the work of an incendiary there 
can be no doubt. Some two or three nights 
previously, we understand, his house had been 
fired, but he aroused before it had made much 
headway, and succeeded in putting it out.

Kinman. — The Washington Star says : 

A thrilling incident in the life of Mr. Scth 
Kinman, the renowned hunter, now in Wash- 
ington, has just come to our knowledge, and 
Which is now made public for the srst time. It 
shows of what stuff the man is made, and the 
♦act that he has never before disclosed it reveals 
aodesty worthy the man and possessed by 
ew. On* the 5th day of January, I860, he 
(Kinman) and three of his neighbors were en- 
Joying themselves at his residence, in Humboldt 
county, Cal.. and on the shores of the beautiful 
Humboldt Bay. Toward evening Kinman fan- 
cied that he heard the faint distant tones of can- 
non; he left the house and followed the sound; 
he soon saw what was the matter— a steamer 
heading north firing minute guns', evidently in 
distress. She soon veered toward the east, 
making direct toward the residence of our hero, 
who now rushed into his house, saying to his 
neighbors, "Boys, there's trouble out here, we 
must now do or die; come!" Taking a rope 
With biro, away they sped. 
\ The steamer lieaeheel at a distance of full 
three hundred yards from the shore. The surf 
was dreadful, and the undertow nothing could 
stand. The foamy tops of the rolling billows 
were peopled w Ufa human freight, and there 
was a general wreck of upper works and furni- 
ture. Nothing daunted, Kinman fastened one 
end of the rope he had brought along around 
his body, gave the other end to his hardy com- 
rades, telling them to watch him, and, when- 
ever he got hold of any person, to haul him 
back. In this manner he continued to work 
until he had succeeded in drawing out nearly 
one hundred persons. The vessel proved to be 
the Northerner, bound from San Francisco, 
California, to Portland, Oregon. She had run 
upon a sunken rock off Cape Mendoseno, stove 
Ik hole in her bottom, and commenced tilling 
fast. While thus settling, her gallant captain, 
Wm. M. Dall, made for the coast, and suc- 
ceeded in reaching the beach in front of the 
residence of the gallant Kinman. She had on 
board one hundred and fortv persons, one hun- 
dred of whom were saved, fortv passed beyond 
the shores of time. The following letter was 
received bv Kinman.

Kinmim, Esq., llnmhult County, Col. — Dear Sir: 
We have heard of your noble work at the wreck 
of the Northerner, of the kindness of your good 
mother and familv to our crew. 

We can never forget the debt of gratitude we 
owe yon; we hope we may soon see you here to 
thank you in person. 

Yon shall always have a passage on any of 
onr steamers at your disposal, and we hope you 
Will come down. 

May Heaven bless yon and yours, and watch 
over a life so learlessiv risked to save others. 
Faithfullv and respectfully.

A Ni w M in 110:1. — The following paper was 
read in the Chemical section of the British 
Association, by Dr. Grace Calvert, F. R. S.: 

At the present time, when the auriferous ores 
of Great Britain are attracting public attention, 
it may be advantageous to persons interested in 
gold mining to be made acquainted with a new 
and simple method of extracting gold fr>m such 
ores, which presents the advantages of not only 
dispensing with the costly use of mercury, bnt 
of also extracting the silver and copper as well 
as the gold which the ore may contain. Fur- 
ther, it may be stated that the process mav be 
profitably adopted where the amount of gold is 
small, arid the expense of merenry consequently 
too great. 

Without entering here into all the details of 
the numerous (about one hundred) experiments 
which I made some years since, before I finally 
arrived at the new method of extracting gold, 
which I now have the honor of commuuicating 
to the meeting, allow me to state a few facts 
which arc necessary to give a general view of 
the subject. If 2.2 parts of pure and finely di- 
vided gold, obtained by the reduction of the salt 
of that inetnl, be added to 100 parts of pure 
sand, and placed in a bottle with a saturated 
solution of chlorine gas for twenty-four hours, 
only 0.5 of gold is dissolved. If the same cx- 
pt riment be repeated, but Instead of chlorine 
water a mixture of chlorine water and hydro- 
chloric acid be used, e»-5 of gold Is dissolved. 

If, instead of employing hydrochloric acid 
and chloriife gas. a mixture of sand, reduced 
gi ld, and peroxide of manganese, with hydro- 
chloric acid, ore placed in a bottle, % of gold is 
dissolved, so that it would appear that, under 
the Influence of noscest chlorine, the gold is 
more readily dissolved than when tho same gas 
is mixed In solution with bydrochlorie acid pre- 
viously to being placed in contact with the 
auriferous sand. Still these processes leave a 
great deal to be desired, in a commercial point of 
view, as more than a third of the gold remains 
undissolved; ond the same results are obtained 
if the chlorine gas be generated by another 
method, viz.: by adding to the auriferous sand a 
mixture of chlorine of sodium, sulphuric acid, 
and peroxide of manganese. 

Being convinced, therefore, that nascent chlo- 
rine gas was a fit and proper agent for cheaply 
extracting gold from ores, and that it was only 
necessary to modify the method of operation. I 
allowed the mixture of hydrochloric acid and 
peroxide of manganese, or of sulphuric acid, 
[peroxide of manganese and chloride of sodium, 
to remain for twelve hours in contact with the 
auriferous sand, and then, instead of washing 
out the solution of gold, I added a small quan- 
tity of water, which removed a part of the act- 
intr nirent. nnd this was made to percolate sev- 
eral limes through the sand; by which method 
I succeeded In extracting from the sand, within 
a fraction, the whole of the gold. I then re- 
peated the last experiments with natural aurif- 
erous quartz, end easily extracted the two 
ounces of gold per tun which it contained. 

I therefore propose the following plan for ex- 
tracting the gold on a commercial scale: The 
finely-reduced onriferous quartz should be inti- 
motelv mixed with about one per cent of perox- 
ide of manganese; and, if common salt he used, 
ibis material should be added at the same time 
as the manganese, in the proportion of three 
parts of salt to two of manganese. The whole 
should then be introduced into closed vats, hav- 
ing false bottoms, upon which is laid a quan- 
tity of Fmoll branches covered with straw, so as 
to prevent the reduced quartz from tilling the 
holes In the false bottoms. Muriatic acid should 
then be added if montranese alone is used, and 
diluted sulphuric acid if manganese and salt have 
lieen employed, and, after having left the whole 
in contact for twelve hours, water should be 
srlded so as to fill up the whole space between 
the false and true bottoms with fluid. 

This fluid should then be pumped np and al- 
lowed to percolate through the mass, and after 
this has been done several times the fluid should 
he run off into separate vats for extracting the 
gold ond copper that it mav contain. To effect 
this, old iron is placed in it to precipitate the 
copper: ond after this has been removed, the 
liquor is heated to drive away the excess of free 
chlorine, ond concentrated solution of sulphate 
of protoxide of iron, or green copperas, is ad- 
ded, which, acting on the gold solution, pre- 
cipitates the gold in a metallic form. 

By this method both gold and copper arc ob- 
tained In a marketable condition. If silver is 
present In the ore a slight modification in the 
process will enable the operator to obtain this 
metal slso. It is simply necessary to generate 
the chlorine in the vitriol, manganese, and 
chloride of sodium process, taking care to use 
on excess of salt — that is. six parts instead of 
three, os above directed. The purpose of this 
chloride of sodium being to hold in solution 
npv chloride of silver that may have been 
formed by the action of chlorine on the sil- 
ver ore, arid to extract the metal, the follow- 
ing alteration in the mode of precipitation is 
necessary: Blndes of copper must be placed in 
the saline solutions, to throw down the silver 
in a metallic form, then blades of iron to throw 
down the copper, the gold being thcu extracted 
os previously directed. 

I think the advantages of this process are — L 
cheapness; 2, absence of injury to the health of 
the persons mploj cd: S, that not only is the 
metallic gold in the ore extracted fas is donebv 
mercury), but it attacks and dissolves all gold 
which riiav he present in a combined state, be 
sides enabling the miner olso to extract what 
silver and copper the ore may contain. 

I cannot, however, conclude without remind- 
ing you of what is generally underrated; that 
is, the heavy expenses which attend the bring- 
ing of the ore. to the surface, and its crushing 
and preparation to render it in a proper state* 
for being acted upou either by mercury or anv 
other agents.

and she left me, the country love, and took the 
new chap's arm. And all that night I never 
slept, nor could I eat the next day, for I loved 
that girl with a fervent love, that naught could 
drive away. I strove to win her back to me, 
but it was all in vain — the city chap with the 
hoiry lip, married Jerusha Jane. And my poor 
heart was sick and sore until the thought struck 
rne, that just as good tMi remained as ever was 
caught in the sea.

E.mitt Bornaa Natioatinu tub Ocean. — 
Coptoin Beecher, an English shipmaster, has 
compiled, within the last ten years, the follow- 
ing curious voyages of bottles thrown into the 
sea by unfortunate navigators. A good many 
lottles cost into the sea next to tiie African 
coast, found their way to Europe. One bottle 
seems to have anticipated the Panama route, 
having travelled from the Panama Isthmus to 
the Irish coast. Another crossed the Atlantic 
firm the Canaries to Nova Scotia. Three or 
four bottles thrown into the sea by Greenland 
marines off Davis's Straits, landed on the north- 
west coast of Ireland. 

Another made a curious trip — swam from the 
South Atlantic Ocean to the west coast of Af- 
rica, passing Gibralter, went along the Portu- 
guese coast of France, ond was finally picked 
pp on Jersey Island. One bottle was found 
afte r sixteen a ears' swimming, one after four- 
teen f ears, arid two after ten years. A few only 
travelled more than one vear, and one only five 
(lavs. This was sent off by the captain of the 
Haichoisc on the 17th of April, in the Carrib- 
l.can Sea, and wos found on the 2:td, after hav- 
ing gone through three degrees of longitude, 
(•-'10 miles), western direction. 

Captain McClure. of the Investigator, threw 
a bottle into the sea in 1H50, on his voyage to 
Bchring's Straits. It sw im 3.500 miles in 200 
dajs, ond was picked up ou the Honduras 
coast. 

BlVGULAB Action — Enorjioi-s Cost ok a Hai.k 
Pi nny — The Watcrford (Ireland) Mail reports 
an extraordinary action brought by a ceach- 
builder of the city named Lawlcr. It appears 
thatMr. Lawler was desirous of sending aspcci- 
men of his workmanship to the Dublin Exhibi- 
tion; and Instead of placing it in a dray and 
sending to the terminus, he had it drawn by 
men. When it arrived at the bridge the ques- 
tion arose, what should" be paid? It was a four- 
wheeled carriage, but it was not drawn by 
horses, asses (?), bullocks, or other animals. 
Here was a poser. The only table in the sched- 
ule of tolls was for a carriage "drawn any other 
way." Mr. Lawler tendered the money, and 
considered this should hove cleared the men 
who drew the carriage, while the lessee of the 
bridge held that these men were foot passengers, 
and should pay in addition. The toll-taker in- 
sisted on his view, and compelled Mr. Lawler to 
pay one half ]>enny, for which an action was 
brought by Mr. Lawler in one ca*e to recover a 
penalty of £0 for overcharge of toll, and the 
magistrate decided in his favor. From that de- 
cision the Bridge Commissioners appealed, and 
after an argument of counsel on both sides, the 
court affirmed the decrees with costs. It is sur- 
mised that the costs in tho Magistrate.' and 
Sessions' Court will not be less than £10, or 
with the penalty, it will cost the Bridge Com- 
missioners 15s a year forever on account of oue 
half penny! 

A New York despatch says that Geueral Mc- 
Clcllan has received the appointment of Engi- 
neer in-Chief on the Morris and Essex railroad. 
The salary- will be $25,000. 

The Legislature of Vermont adjourned with- 
out day on Wednesday, both branches, among 
other acts, having passed the militia bill au 
thorizing twelve regiments.

Their 
names ore os follows : James Cavanaugh, Wm 
Lang, Patrick Williams, Charles Hart, James 
Moron, Albert Scattlcberry, William Young, 
and 8. J. Bulger. Thev seem to be a part of a 
new gong, who, not sufficiently deterred by Um 
fate of their predecessors in that line of busi- 
nets, and perhaps urged on to brave some doti- 
gi r by the love of filthy lucre, havo made In- 
dianapolis the field of their exploits, or at least 
their rendezvous. They have come to grief, 
however, and will no doubt expiate their of- 
fence in the front of our armies. 

Yesterday ofiernoon an Individnal named 
Weslev Howard was arrested, charged with be- 
ing a bounty-jumper, and also with having en- 
tered into o conspiracy to release the prisoners, 
Saturday night, confined in the county jail. The 
programme, as stated to us. was briefly this: 
Howard was to knock down the wife of the 
Jailor, procure the jail key. open the doors, and, 
in the confusion, the prisoners were to make 
their escape. He was to have received a con- 
siderable sum of money for his services. By 
some means, perhaps a favorable opportunity 
not presenting itself, he was foiled in his plans, 
and was vefterday arrested as stated above. 



[From the Churrbman's Family M r. '.:..< . ; 
Eartmoi-akes. — 80 far as modern times are 
concerned, Iceland, the western coast of Spain 
and Portugal, the south of Italy and the Levant 
have been the only portions of Europe where 
seriously destructive earthquakes have taken 
piece. Though North America does not seem 
to have contributed very many earthquakes to 
the list just given, yet this is probably from the 
lack of records, as the whole region froin Cali- 
fornia, southward, bonlcring on the Pacific, is 
•Object to violent earthquakes. "Paeitlc" as 
the ocean may be, its borders are of a very dif- 
fident character, and both its Asiatic and its 
American coasts are so constantly visited with 
earthquakes that they, with the islands of the 
< :i ri ibean tea. will stand first on ths list of 
earthquake districts of the glolie. The Pacific 
Ocean is. in fact, fringed by a rocky, enrtbquake- 
visilcd territory. As to the times when earth- 
quakes happen In the greatest numbers, there 
arc but two facts which can be stated positively. 
The first is very singular, namely, that the 
greater part of the earthquakes which have 
hecn recorded occur near the time of the 
new and of the full moon. It is, of 
course, very doubtful whether. If we could 
throw into the calculation all the earthqakes 
which have gone by without biography or 
record, we should still find the same 
curious inle holding good. Our recent earth- 
quake of October 6lh was nearly as far as pos- 
sible from the new and full moon. Still, for all 
the hundreds — nay, thousands — of observed 
earthquakes, there is a preponderance of those 
which have selected either the time of full or of 
new moon for their occurrence, although no ex- 
planatory' theory has yet been offered which we 
think worth presenting to our readers. .The 
second fact is that the majority happen In the 
colder holt of the vear. About four happen 
from Octolicr to March (both inclusive) for 
every three which occur in the other part of the 
vear. The singular-thing here is that the same 
rule holds for the British, the Spanish, the 
Ficnch. and the Italian earthquakes. On the 
loin th side of the equator, where the months 
from Octolter to March are the warm months, 
they have, so far as our records go, the smaller 
number of earthquakes; but as our accounts of 
earthquakes there ore by no means so full as in 
Europe, we cannot be so sure of the conclusions 
to tie drawn. Thus mnch may he said as being 
matter of observation os to the times when 
earthquakes happen. Historv also seems to 
point to something like a rule for the re- 
currence of serious and numerous earth- 
piakes somewhat after the middle of each 
■ucccssive century. To go back over the last 
four hundred years, we observed that in the 
t century, about the middle of 1775, occurred 
'be great Lisbon earthquake, and, subsequently, 
the great Calabrlan enrthquakc; so also in the 
middle of the seventeenth century there were 
great earthquakes in the Mediterranean, and 
afterwards, toward its close, the gieat Jamaica 
earthquake; while, in the middle and latter half 
of the sixteenth i cuturv. there were great earth- 
piakes both in Europe and China. In each of 
these ea'es, the earthquakes were chief earth- 
quakes of the century. Whether the present 
entnry is to follow this precedent we are hardly 
et advanced enough to sav. Certain It is that 
the first lifiv years saw but few serious earth- 
|Uskes, and that the last ten or twelve years 
bsve S( emed to indicate a revival of the earth- 
liiake activity, both in the very serious calas- 
tr< phes in the Lerani. and of those which h ive 
occurred in the Eastern seas. 



A Born Machinist — nenry Mandslcy, one of

When a boy haB the innate love of his trade 
that Mandslcy had. as have thousands of Amur- 
ieart vouth all over the conntry to-day, he does 
not remain at the foot of the ladder. Take a 
l»ov — there are plenty of such — who has no par- 
ticular pi edilcction for anything, and he will 
■ilvvav s remain a mere workman. But boys like 
Vioidsley. almost without knowing it, are urged 
I 11 to do something liefer. At this time Brsh- 
n>Mi the lockmaker, had great difficulty to find 
mechanics skilled enough to make his locks 
with the neat precision he wanted. Young 
Mondsley was suggested to him. and, on being 
sent for, the Woolwich blacksmith came pa 
l.ordon. ne was then but eighteen years old, 
strong, muscular, tall, and remarkably hand- 
some But both Brabmah and his foreman 
thought he was too young to put into the shop 
with old workmen. 

A worn-out vice-bench wa9 lying bv, and 
Mandslcy, seeing his chances were in danger, 
asked permission to go right to work and fix it 
np. He did so; and the job was so splendidly 
executed that he was at once engaged, and he 
he© me as much a favorite in this as in his 
former shop. As before said, he was extremely 
bordsome— an Apollojamong Vulcan*— and his 
t ersonol advantages, with his mental activity, 
had their effect on his fellow-workmen, who 
tacitly acknowledged bin as their leader and 
-ui irior. He rose in position, ond became fore- 
man. In 1797 he opened a shop of his own. 
sr d he and his wife (for a pretty girl had a little 
time before accepted the hand of the handsome 
blacksmith) clearing the hired shop of the dirt 
and nibbi-h left In it by a former tenant. 
5>The first customer vvos an orti-t, who gave an 
order for an iron frame of a large easel; and 
tbei eetorth Mandslcv 's shop hod plenty of work. 
Hi- next success was the invention of the slide 
rest with which ma name is usually identified; 
an invention, too, which all familiar with the 
use of the turning lathe now consider indispen- 
sable. Maudslcv subsequently bcainea famous 
leal ufactnrcr of machinery: but even when he 
'u 1 lov ed numbers of men, and found it neces- 
ssrv to labor more w ith the head than the hands, 
he used to go often to the forge and work enthu- 
srssticslly with the sledge hammer, just from 
sheer love of his art. In time his shop became 
•i' it were a college of mathematical art, from 
whli h the best mechanics were proud to gradu- 
ate. 

F.< ri.t Pkistuks. — The first printers were Ti- 
ll os, and they performed a Titanic work. They 
v ere no mere skilful mechanics, or plodding ar- 
i.'fii s. They were, what indeed the exigencies 
of tl cir task required them to be, scholars, pa- 
triots, philanthropists, among the first of their 
ge They were men of large intelligence, with 
v right conception of the new power which 
printing had introduced into the world, and a 
elesr consciousness that they were laboring for 
the illumination ond improvement of thespe- 

t s And they caught the inspiration of their 
lofty mission. They addressed themselves to 
their work with the hearts of herons, and in the 
spirit of martvrs. Their difficulties were enor- 
mous. The early printer had often himself to 
I reps re the work he was to print, either by 
inn elation or by original authorship. He had 
to make his own printing-press, to found his 
own tv pes, and manufacture his own iuk. n« 
wos compositor, and pressman, and corrector of 
the press. n<" bad to bind his own book. He 
was his own editor, publisher, and bookseller. 
The outlav of money was necessarily great. 
Some embarked a .-mall fortune iu the enter- 
prise, ond were ruiued. One. after laying out 
a large sum on apparatus and materials, and 
spending vea s at his task, died, broken-hearted 
probablr,'before he had finished the printing of 
one book, when his materials and his unfinish- 
ed work were sold for a trifle. Two German 
printers, who carried their presses to Rome, 
complain, in a supplication addressed to the 
Pope, that at vast cost and labor they had 
printed twelve thousand volumes, but for want 
of buyers they were no longer able to bear the 
expense of housekeeping; their dwelling was 
fujl of quires of printed liooks, but destitute of 
every necessary and comfort. Others encoun- 
teud the active opposition of malignant despo- 
lisn s, and suffered death for their heroic efforts 
in the cause of human enlightenment. It was 
by such struggles, sacrifices, and sufferings, that 
the press conquered for itself, and so for knowl 
edge and for truth, a world-wide empire. These 
eaily printers wero a noble race, aud deserve to 
be held in veneration as among the first bene 
factors of mankind. — The. Printer.

Imi-ortant Indian Trkai v. — The Idaho 
Statesman of October 1.1th says: 

Governor Lyon, Superintendent of Iudion 
Affairs for Idaho Territory, held a grand council 
for the Shoshone Indians (commonly known as 
.snakes "1 at Fort Boise, on Monday last, the loth 
Inst., and treated with them for all the land 
thirty miles each side of Boise river, from the 
source to its month. Two hundred and fifty 
Indians were present. Tarn Tomeco, the prin- 
cipal chief, and twelve headmen represented the 
Shoehones. Colonel Maury, Major Truax, and 
other officers of the garrison were witnesses to 
the contract. This treaty is all that eonld be de- 
sired by the settlers iu the Territory, aud will 
tend to put a stop to Indian troubles. ' The Gov- 
ernor has been with us but a few days, and has 
accomplished the work of months and in some 
instonces of years. He will leave In a few days 
for the southern part of the Territory, for the 
purpose of effecting treaties with the other In- 
dian tribes. 

Thk Ratios ok the 8t. Lawhbncr. — We 
hnd a vague idea that there were rapids in the 
river St. Lawrence, but the magnitude, the 
wlldness, the impressivencss of the sane far ex- 
ceeded any idea entertained. When you can 
realize the idea of a steamboat going aWa hill 
entfd the deafening roar of a waterfall, then vou 
can realize what it is to run down the rapids of 
the St. Lawrence, 

'1 here are minor rapids, but there are three 
principal ones By this we mean those which 
to one approaching in the distance present the 
appearance of a bar of raging foam as frightful 
as the breakers to the mariner. The first rapids 
In the descent are the Long Lawt or the Long 
Leap. The roar is deafening. The wave9 dance 
np ond down and cover the river with white 
foam. The steam is shut off, and the boat is 
carried rapidly along bv the natural descent of 
the river. The feeling Is peculiar Ton real- 
ize the 6sii.e excitement as when von plunge 
into tlie turf for a bath; ond indeed those on 
the bow do receive a bath, for the surf flies over 
the deck as in a storm 

The next, the rapids of Beauhanais, are 
eighteen miles in extent, and in that distance 
defcend ninety fect. There are four separate 
stages, the Coteon, Split Rock, Cedars, and Cas- 
cades. The mode of descent and sensation is 
similar to the preceding. The scenery, how- 
ever, is for more picturesque, and these bv 
many ore considered the finest rapids in the 
river. The channel has been carefully sounded, 
ond the steamer took the most out of the wav 
track, In the wildest part of the foaming cata- 
ract, and almost grazing those beautiful inlets, 
covered with trees which are surrounded up to 
their very trunks with the river water. 

The third and last rapids, and those within 
ight of Montreal, are La Chine rapids. These 
ore more dangerous than all the rest. Until 
red ntly the pilots of the steamers have not 
dared to go down, but have been obliged to 
secure the services of an Indian in the vicinity, 
called Baptiste. In general these rapids are 
aused by ledges in the river, but here there are 
n addition protruding rocks, and the sight is 
almost terrific. 

Hurl Gate is placid In comparison to it. The 
steamer almost touches one big rock, which, 
like Scylla. hisses in its wrath at the trespassing 
stronger. Otherwise the only skill of the pilots 
i-> to keep the boat head to. 

It is curious to watch these steersmen. There 
ure four at the wheel, while the captain stands 
In Iront to ring the engine-room bell. M. 
Picorci, the head pilot, stands first on the right 
of ihe wheel, and what a look of intense ex- 
citement that Fienchmaii's face presents. The 
loot turns, and with the rapidity of lightuing 
the wheel revolves. 

La Chine crossed, you go under the Victoria 
bridge, ond in rounding to the wharf obtain a 
most magnificent view of the city. The famous 
Cathedral of Notre Dame is the first seen and 
most prominent object of all. 

— We often read of 
delicate measurements, the minuteness of 
which strikes us with surprise; und the ques- 
tion at once presents itself, by what means 
nu b extraordinary precision can be attained, as 
will, for instance, give 11s the hundredth part of 
a second?

Suppose it were reqnlred to mca=uie the exact 
time of the descent of the hammer of a gun-lock 
the nipple? the motion is so rapid, that the 
most delicate stop-watch is at fault. A needle 
iht be fixed to the hammer, so as iu desosnd- 
to mark a curve una blackened metal plate 
luit still the time would lie on unknown quan- 
tity. It mav, however, be measured by means 
f a Mining-fork, ulso provided with a marking 
needle; then, while the former one marks the 
•in a c described by the descent of the hammer, 
1 be second needle Will mark the vibrations of 
heloik; and as we know they are IIHUUluu. 
i ons, each of the small sinueisitlesthus obtained 
n the blackened plate will represent a fraction 
of time, ond show how many such minute frac- 
tions elapsed during the fail of the hammer. 
To give an ide a of the degree of precision which 
may be attained bv this process, let us suppose 
the normal French tuning-fork, which performs 
eight bundled and ninety. six vibrations in a 
seeonel; then the duration of each will be one 
eight hundred and ninety-sixth of a second; and 
is the greate-st error that can be committed 
cannot exe'ecd half a vibration, the measurement 
II be exaea to one seventeen hundred and 
ninety second of a second. A similar apparatus 
bae been emploved in counting the vibrations 
of a piece of ordnance In this case the needle 
Is mode to curve e>n a cylinder, and, in order to 
svoiel the confusion resulting from the needle 
passing twice over the same ground, thee.liu- 
der is niade to advaue e while it turns, so as to 
meivc like a screw. When such an apparatus is 
applied to the pulsations ol the heart, it is eAied 
a sphygmogroph. The strokes are coaiinunl- 

• oted by means of air-tubes to a very elastic 
membrane, aud then to a sjstcm of levers liear- 
ing needles, which trace the corresponding 

mve en a turning cylinder. The contrivance 
was invented by Yieiordl. — (liilignoni. 

How to Krai' a Cow on a Hai.k Ai re — You 
must not, need not think of pasturage If you 
have boll on acre eil ground, you can kee>p a 
eow and glow all the vegetables vou need by 
I urehasing two tons of hay, or its equivalent, 
in 0 .vear.

With all the famine prices de- 
manded for articles of the lirst necessity, with 
all the alleged Insufficiency of wages, the em- 
berfacanMnfi of the humbler clas-cs are hut 
relative. The quantity of auimal food, of fruit 
ai d a cgetables, consumed by the very poorest 
day-lalxirers is enoimous. The stores, dirty 
ard slottering as they are, overflow with coarse 
but substantial food. — (J. A . mala, of Londm. 



Bhmneo ami Cct Fkkd ton Bonanv-sOats, 
when given whole, particularly to aged animals, 
pass iu large quantities through the iutestin.il 
eonal w ith the fieces uumasticated. and conse- 
quently undigested, and. when thus purged, 
not only give no nulrimeut to the bodv, hut we 
be ileve do harm. 

The laige intestines of the horse and his spe- 
cies, unlike most other animals, are extenslrcl» 
large, and the glands are constantly pomilB 
forth their secretions to digest the mirnasticated 
corn, but without effect ; this waste of the se- 
cretion must be at the expense of the animal's 
condition, w ithout giving any advantage. Both 
'be-e e-vils are entirely removed bv bruising and 
i luting the animals, provender. The most care 
' less observer of horses knows very well that it is 
) sery isre indeed to meet with undigested oatt 
in the fa'ces of an animal living on bruised food 
mid cut hay ; but exactly the reverse of this is 
seen when unbfuised oats and uncut hay are 
Vivcn, especially to aged animals. 

If. therefore. eiat» passing undigested through 
the digestive tube do no good, but harm, it U 
natural to suppose that an animal can do an 
cqnal amount of work, with a less quantity of 

• fl vender, whi n he gets all the nutriment from 
a large portion of what he ea's. 

According to the experiments of the best 
chemical ph> biologists of the present day, we 
must conclude that the mixture of the fooel 
with the saliva, it of the utmost importance in 
1 ffectiug good and easy digestion. If it is so iu 
the humou subject, much more must it be so 
with herbivorous animals, whose food contains 
so much starchy matter — that constituent of 
vegetables npon which the saliva principally 
:* ts. and which is converted with the elements 
suitable for earning on respiration, and for 
producing animal heat. 

it would be out of place for me here to ex- 
plain the whole process of digestion and the 
various chemical changes which take place in 
i:.e- different constituents of food as they pass 
from the month backwards. I shall therefore 
only mention one experiment of Mialke and 
Reaumur, to sfieiw the importance of the food 
I cing properly mixed with saliva, and then 
shall endeavor to prove that the whole of the 
provender is better masticated ancl more 
thoroughly mixed together, than when given 
tLe old way. 

The above-named gentleman proved by scve 
ral experiments, that If food was mixed with 
water only, and placed in the stomach, and the 
ccsopbagus tics, that, although the stomach 
feci etcd abundance of gastric fluid, it did not 
undergo digestion, but if the same food was 
mixed with saliva ond the re»t of the experi- 
ment similarly performed, the food was easily 
digested. 

These ond mr.ny other experiments of a simi- 
lar kind, by men of the highest standing in 
chemistry and physiology are, I think, conclu- 
sive evieleuce of the importance of saliva in the 
process of dige stion. 

Jluntit.g, on the Management of Horses. 

tn a communication from the Societv of Sha- 
icrs, at Lebanon, N. Y., in the Patent Office 
Report, is the following statement as to the rel- 
ative value of ground and unground, cooked 
■nid uncooked corn, for feeding and fattening 
hews, cattle, Ac: 

"The ex]iciicnce of more than thirty years 
leads us to estimate ground com at one-third 
higher tl an unground, at food for cattle, and 
especially for fattening perk; henco it has been 
the practice of our society for more than a quar- 
ter of a century to grind oil onr provender. 
The some experience- iuduccs us to put a higher 
value upon cexiked than upon raw meal; and 
for fatieuing animals, swine particularly, we 
conside r three of cooked equal to four bushels 
of raw meal. Until within the last three or 
four \ears our society fattened annually, for 
thirty vears, from forty to fifty thousand pounds 
of pork, exclusive of lard aud offal fat, and it is 
Ihe constant practice to c«ok the meal, for 
which purpose six or seven potash kettles are 
iisi-d." 

Notwithstanding that there is an abundance 
of testimony to the same effect, there are a great 
many farmers who are in the habit of practising 
Ihe wasteful method of feeding corn in the ear 

10 hogs, horses. Arc , or of feeding raw meal in 
tatteuing slock. The testimony above given, 
with much other like it. would certainly, if duly 
. onsidered, put an cud to such wasteful meth- 
ods ol feeding. Many would probably give up 
feeding meal raw were it not that they find the 
1 (joking of it quite a troublesome process. There 
i- an easa method, which is nearly as good as 
■ borough cooking, and which consists in pour, 
tag boning water cm the meal that is to be fed 
twelve or twenty-four hours afterwards. This 
I lan, a writer remarks, we have adopted for 
\ ears ill feeding swine and milch cows, and in 
finishing oil the fattening of beeves, and are 
tuie that liic.1 thus prepuicd is worth twice as 
nun h as raw meal. 

Thk LtrxcRT of Contkmit. — Mr. Gedge. the 
landlord of the Roval Oak. could pronounce all 
ibe people be knew, tilgaiid little, "a poor lot," 
could " say it often, and say it again, without 
being ever cemipclled to prove his own super! - 
ity to the people he despised.

Essttys on SociiU Subjects. 

Dkath from Chk.wino TonAex-o — ACoriocs 
Cask. — An iuque-t was held yesterday, at Clith- 
eioe. on the body of a boy named Richard Ei- 
mondson, who, it se-ems,'had died under rather 
1 xmoidinary circumstances. DeceaseiL 17 
v cars of age," about a fortnight ago purchased 
naif on ounce of a kind of tobacco known as 
Lime rick roll. Deceased chewed it and swal- 
b wed tome of the juice. Directly afterwards he 
was seized with a sort of stiffness and tremor in 
the limbs; he fell into a lethargic sleep, and re- 
mained quite uuconscious to all around him. 
Alter the la|ise of a few davs he had a kind of 
tetanic spasm, and there was a rigidity about 
the Stomach which almost prevented his swal- 
low ir g; generally he was much convulsed; and 
he died alter a week's illness. A f>n>t-mortem 
egratninatton was made bv Doctor Scott, 
which showed that the body was some- 
what emaciated. Nothing was found in 
the stomach, except a small quantity of dark 
matter, the stomach was highly congested, and 
line was extravasation of blood in the ven- 
trielet of the brain. In reply to the coroner, Dr. 
Scott sold the oppearonces' of the stomach and 
brain had led to the conclusion that death had 
resulted from poison, and he believed, after 
having heard the e vidence, that such poison was 
imrcotic poison, or that which was conlaiucd in 
tobacco. All lebae-co contained poison, but the 
Limerick roll wos an exceedingly strong kind of 
tobacco, ond would be therefore more poison- 
ous than the tobacco which was usually sold. 
The jun - found that deceased had died "from 
chewing Limerick roll, and swal'owingthe juice 
thereof— a strong narcotic poison."

Strami oat Fm i.ooion. — The steamer Juno 
si rived here ve-ste rday from Pittsburg, for Nash- 
ville, and from her officers we learn that she 
exploded one of her boilers ou Tuesday night 
just above Grandview, killing one fireman, 
named Anthony Davidson, of McConnellsville, 
Pa , nnd severely, perhaps fatallv, scalding an- 
other fireman, named George Burcher, whose 
w ile resides in fronton, Ohio. 

The Juno has two boilers, one on each side of 
the lioat. entirely inde|>endent of each other, 
and, as for as we could learn, while under way, 
the Assistant Engineer or "striker," without the 
knowledge of the Chief Engineer, closed the 
thro tUe- valve of one engine to pack a joiut, 
thereby causing the explosion. 

The boilerlcollapsed at both ends, andthe fire- 
man in front of the boiler was blown through 
a pile of coal, but lived for several hours. 

Burcher. the other fireman, wos in the after- 
part of the boat, off watch, sitting by the stove, 
and is terribly scalded on his arms and body.

Wasiiinoton, Dec. t. 
Messrs. Alf. Alien, Geo. H. Yeaman, W. P. 
D. Bush, and C. Pennebakcr, after interviews 
w ith the President, Secretary of War, and Pro- 
vost Martial General, have succeeded pn get- 
ting the draft in Kentucky stopped, and they 
are promised that an order to that effect shall 
he immediately issued. 

Wasiiinoton, Dec. 4. 

The President, under General Order Ne. 288, 
from the Wur Department, has created the new 
Department of Mississippi. It will comprise 
the Slate of Mississippi aud that part of Tennes- 
see west of the Tennessee river. Mojor General 
W. J. T. Dana, U. S. V., is assigned to the com- 
mand of the Department of Mississippi By di- 
icction of the President, as announced in Gen- 
eral Order No. 290 of the War Office, Major- 
General F. Steele is relieved of the command of 
tiie 7th army corps and the Department of Ar- 
kansas, and Major-General J. J. Reynolds is as- 
signed to the commad iu his stead. General 
Steele will report to General Canby for duty. 

The following paragraph is extracted from a 
letter from Gen. Blair to his father, written the 
evening Sherman started on his march through 
rcbeldom : 

"Mr. Lincoln has received an almost unani- 
mous vote frein this army. I felt very confident 
of this many months ago, and the most gratily- 
ing feature about the whole thing is that no 
ellurt upon the part of any olllcers has been 
made to influence the vote of the troops. They 
have voted their own unbi&st sentiments, and 
even the few who have voted for McClellau have 
done so without any attempt to gecr at them or 
de ter them from expressing their sentiments." 

Colonel Forney's party lost night was a bril- 
liant gathering of incoming politicians, with the 
B aMit asw and naval dignitaries. The occasion 
wu» made especially uotcworttiy by the marked 
honors paid to General Hancock, his health 
having been proposed in a happy speech by the 
orthodox plan of telling a story. It was about 
the bravery of a young Soldier who had lain six 
days and flights inside the enemy's line without 
food or water rather than surrender. 

The General had recommended him for a 
medal, and the crowd of dignitaries vocifer- 
ously indorsed the recommendation. Gen. Tom 
Crittenden also made a speech, in which he took 
care of Kentucky. The pretensions of fore- 
shadowing the President's message have thus 
lar been the purest guesses, with which it is not 
worth w hile to burden the wires. 

James Watson Webb's letter to the Brazilian 
Government, concerning the seizure of the pirate 
Florida in Brazilian waters, of course indicates 
the intention of our Government to make any 
possible reparation. Its protest, however, 
against the recognition of the rebel belligerent 
rights is highly praised. 

The excitement about the Chief Justiceship 
runs high to-day. The President has been giv- 
ing prominent Congressmen his reasons why 
he cannot appoint ex-Secretary Chase, and the 
Senators and Representatives are in great com- 
motion over it. 

TO THK ASSOCIATSD rRKSS. 

Nnw York, Dec. 4. 

The Herald's Harper's Ferry special gives an 
account of the execution of a deserter. 

The Herald's special from the Armv of the 
Shenandoah, dated the SOth, says: A recent re- 
connolssance to Front Roealon the 29th couldn't 
find the enemy. Citizens at Front Royal re- 
ported that the rebel force heretofore occupy- 
ing a strongly intrenched position at Milford 
had fallen back on account of the suffering of 
both men and animals from want of rations. 

The Savannah News publishes Gen. Hardee's 
first order on assuming command at Savannah. 
He orders Provost Marshals to stop all soldiers 
ond citizens arriving in or going from the city, 
and re port them for duty. 

Richmond pajiers of a recent date report a 
portion of Sheridan's army moving to join 
Grant. 

Gov. Watts, of Ala., says no commissioner of 
State can be called to settle the question of 
l>eace. The States can't call a convention for 
that purpose, neither can the President make 
treaties of peace without the consent of the 
people. 

Hkaiujcaiitkhs Armv ok Potomac, Dec. 2. 

From in lormation obtained through Southern 
deseners it was ascertained that the rebels were 
constructing a railroad from 8tony Creek, on 
[be Weldbn railroad, toward Dinwiddie Court- 
house, and that quite a large lot of supplies had 
t» en accumulated at that place. Orders were 
gi en to Gregg's division of cavalry to proceed 
in that direction and destroy all the property 
loiii d. The column started at half-past throe 
o'clock yesterday morning. 

On crossing Rowan's Creek, our forces met 
the enemy's pickets, who retired. The com- 
mand pressed on, passing Duvall's Mills, where 
tl e 1st brigade (Gen. Davies's) were put in po- 
siilon to protect our flanks. The 2d brigade, 
Colonel Gregg commanding, advanced toward 
Stony 1 Creek, where the encmv were found in a 
strong position on the south side, with three 
guns sweeping an open field. 

The 4th, 30th, and Itith Pennsylvania regi- 
ments took the advance, and did most of the 
fighting. The 4th formed in line at the edge of 
ihe woods, and with loud yells charged across 
the opening till within five hundred yards of 
the en ek, when they dismounted, and crossing 
the bridge rushed up the banks and over the 
works before the rebels could get their guns to 
bear on the bridge. 

The rebels hacl previously torn the planks np 
on the bridge, making the crossing more difficult. 
Those who remained in front surrendered. 
About one hundred made their escape These 
were met bv a sqadron of the 1th, under Capt. 
Ki very, which had swam the stream at another 
point, and many of those trying to get away 
wc re killed or wounded. 

Copt. Evory has received great praise for the 
manner in which he execntcei this part of the 
movement. He received a severe wound in the 
arm. The IGth, Major Swan, commanding, 
meanwhile mode a similar charge and captured 
another work, taking a number of prisoners. 
The 14th were aHo busily engaged, and cap- 
tured six wogons and 22 mules. Three guns 
were found iu the works, two of w hich were 
thrown into the creek ond the other spiked. 

Had the bridge been in a good condition they 
would all have been brought away. All the 
buildings at the station were then fired, and 
burned to the ground, besides the following 
supplies: Twelve hundred Enfield rifles, a large 
quantity of ammuuilion. five thousand 6acks of 
grain, live hundred bales of hay, and a quantity 
of corn and oats, four hundred bushels of sweet 
potatoes, flftv barrels of coal oil, a quantity of 
bacon, camp", and garrison equipage, and the 
railroad bridge about one hundred and fifty feet 

l0 The command was then ordered to fall back, 
wbii h it did in excellent order. The enemy 
had by this time made their appearance in 
stiong' force, and indicated their intention of 
flanking us, but were driveu off by a few shells 
from Batterv B, 2d United 8tatcs artillery. 

On reaching Duvall's Mills, the order was 
given to set tire to them, and, in a few minutes, 
they were one mass of flame, nere the rebel 
cavalrv, Bculcr's brigade, again attempted an- 
other charge, but were received with a salute of 
scvcn-shootcrs from our men, and a few well- 
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directed shots from the battery, and they fell 
bark quickly, leaving a number of men on tho 
field, Thev" after.w.-erds rallied and followed the 
column, but, notwithstanding repeated efforts 
to annoy us, did not inflict any damage. 

The division returned to camp about eight 
o'clock In the evening, with the loss of onlv 
twenty-seven killed and \voundcd, all of whom 
were brought awoy. Thev captured 170 prison- 
ers and five officers, among them Major Fitz 
Hugh, who will be rememberrt in connection 
with the raid into Man land last year, when he 
took one of our captains prisoner, ond. after 
tnkirg his boots off. made him walk twenty 
miles barefoot. Te bring to his mind his con- 
duct at that time, he himself was compelled to 
w alk from Stony Creek to camp without his 
boots. 

Gen. Davies was stnick by a spent ball during 

the action, but suffered no Injury. The enemy 
had quite n stretch of the road guarded, ties cut, 
and rails on the ground ready to lay, but it is 
believed they will abandon the project, as they 
have learned that our cavalry can at any time 
strike it in a few hours. 

It is said that tie Hampton cavalry had 
nearly all been sent off to oppose 8herman, and 
that the stores found were for the supply of 
their horses, which are supposed to have been 
rnn off when our troops were discovered to be 
advanc ing. The whole affair was one of the 
most brilliant of the war, and reflects great 
credit on all engaged. 

New-York, Dec. 5. 

The Ricbmcind Dispatc h of the 2d savs: "A 
cavalrv fight, In which we were victorious, took 
place in East Georgia on Tuesday. The Yankee 
cavalry under Kilpalrick were attempting to 
cross the Savannah river, when thev were at- 
tacked by Wheeler, and after an obstinate fight 
driven bock in the direction of Millen, losing 
verv heavily. 

The Ric hmond Dispatch of the 2d also save 
Sherman's army is moving toward the coast, 
aad a battle is expected soon. 

The Richmond Whig of the 2d says: "It does 
not seem that our authorities have any suspicion 
of the effect the movement of Hood would have 
— at least we judge from the very feeble opposi- 
tion which has thus far been made to the ad- 
vance of Sherman. 

''Is is plain that he is movlngto the coast, and 
that he so far has been enabled to live upon the 
DOUntry. We think it probable that 8herman 
will reach the Atlantic iu comparative safety. 
His next move, in our opiuion, will be by sea to 
Richmond. 

"We don't believe he can succeed in taking 
either Augusta or 8avannah, indeed should he 
succ eed ill capturing the first-named place it 
Wttl do him no gone, since he will find there 
nothidg he was seeking. 

"At the last named place he will have to fight, 
and that he is very well aware of and does not 
wish to do before securing a base upon the sea- 
eoost. Charleston for the present at least, wc 
think, to be entirely out of the question. 

' Should he determine to secure himself on 
(be seacoast. ond from thence, during the win- 
ter, ravage the country and carrv on a regular 
w inter campaign, he must be kept in, as we 
suppose he can. 

"In the meantime he abandons an immen«e 
tract of conntry in the interior, over which it is 
impossible that his army, situated on the ocean 
and closely watched, can exercise any influence 
for good or evil. 

We don't sec that Sherman's last exploits wiU 
hove any effect upon the issue of the war, but, 
after having hecn told by the highest authority 
in the Confederacy, that his retreat from Atlan- 
ta was to lie more disastrous than the retreat of 
Napoleon from Moscow, it is a little vexatious 
to find him getting off so cheaply, burning, and 
murdering as he goes. 

The Richmond Dispatch of the !d Inst, says: 
The seven hundred prisoners have been received 
at Angnsta who were captured while foraging 
for Sherman's army. The Governor has par- 
doned all the convicts in the penitentiary, put 
ai ms in their hands, and sent them to the front, 
except those who were put in for life, whom he 
could not reprieve according to law. 

Heavy cannonading was heard all yesterday 
eveniug in the direction of Macon. It is be- 
lieved to lie a battle between Sherman and our 
forces. 

A letter in the Augusta Chronicle from a 
member of the Georgia Legislature, giving his 
experience in escaping from 8herman's armv. 
He and others having been taken across the 
country shows the extent of desolatiou inflicted 
on the country. 

He savs in' going to McCreddel's place he 
found his fine bouse in ashes, bis gin house 
burned, and every horse and mule gone. In 
his lot were about 100 horses dead. They 
looked like good stock and were evidently 
killed to deprive the planters of them. 

Proceeding on, wc found every plantation 
similarly devastated, except that no other dwel- 
ling houses were burned, until we reached the 
flue farm of Hon. JosU..» Hill This a perfect 
wreck; » huge grain-house full of cotton, com- 
cribs, and the other buildings are all in ruins. 
His loss was greater than any planter In this 
section. 

Besides the cotton several thonsand bushels 
of corn, potatoes, several hundred bushels of 
w heat, ond much other valuable property, with 
eveiy bersc aud mule, and many negroes, are 
gone. No form on the rood to the place and as 
for as we can hear towards Atlanta, escaped ther 
bnital ravages. 

They ravaged the country below here to the 
Oconee river. The roads were strewn with the 
debris of their progress — dead horses, cows, 
sheep, hogs, chickens, corn, wheat, cotton, 
bulks, paper, broken Vessels, coffee-mills, and 
fragments of nearly every species of property. 

In Madison thev burned the depot and one or 
two old warehouses, with the jail and market 
houses. Thev gutted every store, and plundered 
more or less on everything. They fired the 
drug-store and several other bouses, and their 
officers, witli a share of magnanimity, aided in 
extinguishing the flames. 

Many families have not a pound of meal or 
flour. Many negroes were enticed awav from 
homes of comfort to share the uncertain for- 
tunes of a winter's march to the coast, and then 
forced to 6torve. Families of wealth have not 
a house servant left, and those who were the 
most trusted were often the first to leave. 

Nkw York, Dec. 5. 

In the rebel Scnateon last Wednesday resolu- 
tions denouncing the seizure of the Florida 
were introduced. They say it is tho dutv of the 
Brazilian government to protect Confederate 
properly while in its territory, demaud the res- 
toration of the ship, provide for the apjioiut- 
meul of a commission to Brazil on the subject, 
and also for lot ing the facts before the European 
government 

Foote, In the nouse, introduced a resolution 
that Congress contiot interfere with reference to 
tho emancipation of slaves, as 6uggostcd by Da- 
vis, and that, though it is impolitic for State* to 
act separately in negotiations for peace, the right 
to do so ualurallv inheres in each one, and pro- 
viding for a convention of delegates from each 
Stole lo devise means for the vigorous prosecu- 
tion of the war iu order to secure an early ces- 
sation of hostilities. 

The Richmond Whig, of the 2d, savs: Price 
with a large army is within striking distance of 
Little Hock. 

Nkw York, Dec. 5. 

The Time's Nashville special, of the 3d, savs: 
The enemy's line of battle is within two miles 
from the city. 

Murlrrcsboro, Bridgeport, and Chattanooga 
ore deemed safe Commander Fitch has a fleet 
ofgun-boats here General Cheatham has his 
headquarters ; : the house of Mr. Edmonston, on 
the Mnrfreesboro pike, four miles from the city. 

It is told me that Hood has orders to go to 
Nashville or to hell! The situation of our forces 
is considered perfectly satisfactory. 

Washixoto:«, Dec. 5. 

The Republican of ibis city in an extra pub- 
lishes the follow ing: By the arrival of a govern- 
ment transport at Fortress Monroe last evening 
the Government has received advices from Sher- 
man to the 2d inst., that when the steamer left 
information had reached Savannah that Sher- 
man's cavalry was within six miles of the city. 

This does not conflict with the news brought 
by the steamer Belle, which arrived on Saturday 
night, that Savannah papers announces that 
Sherman's army wias within forty miles of that 
city. These papers do not state what date he 
was that distance from the citv. 

A gentleman recently from Savannah informs 
us there are no important defences on the west 
side of Savonnoh. 

Bai.tisiork, Doe 6. 
The American has the following from its spe- 
cial correspondent: Advices from Fortress Mon- 
roe last evening report the arrival there of the 
steamer General Lyon with 700 released prison- 
ers. 

At the time the General Lyon left there last 
Thursday night the latest news that had arrived

PiiosriiORKKe-KJirK of thr Ska. — If the travel- 
ler have extended his travels further a-sea, 
ai d have watched the sea-fires within the 
trollies— about the Brazilian coasts, in tho East 
India seas, in the Pacific, in the Gulf of Cariaco, 
or in mid-ocean — he wili [have •• »n a sight he 
never can forget. The sea one sheet of uamo, 
in parts of a greenish color, in parts of a pala 
\ellow. The heads of the waves one blaze of 
light, as they tumbled and rolled their foamy 
diamonds about in greater profusion than ever 
did mv lord of Buckingham let fall at King 
James's levees. Over the bow, where the water 
is clovcu bv the sharp cut water, all is aglow. 
Along the sides, which lling back tho waters re- 
jected bv the fore-pert, the crest-falling waves 
glare with angry eyes as the ship tumbles 
Them over, acting toward them as flint acts 
toward steel. All around, the sea seems on tire, 
ond, sicklv palo light shining out at a time when 
the "night makes aweirdsouud of its own still- 
ness,'' and the imagination is prono to con- 
jurep fantastic shapes and creatures, when 
'lli' water, like a witch's oils, 
burns gtccu, and blue, and white, 

it might be thooght that the demons of whom 
Columbus's crews feared the malevolence, wore 
holding their revels, their Walpurgisnacht, on 
the bosom of the sea; and that this pale light 
which shone around was the lantern guiding

Tho 
wake of the ship is one sea of liquid fire. Unless 
one has seen it. he is apt to think the language, 
describing it extravagant and exaggerative; but 
anv one who has sailed the intertropical seaa 
wiil know that words cannot adequately tell tha 
glory of the sight which there meets his eye, 
v»hcii the condition* of the weather most favor 
the display of the sea's phosphorescence.

The health of Judge Catron, of the Supreme 

Court, is eaid to be failing. 
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.fiT A suit has lately been decided by the 
United States Circuit Court of New York, which 
arose under the prorisions of the amendment* 
to the United States excise law of March 3d, 
1863, prohibiting sales of gold and silver coin, 
to be delivered after three days, unless the con- 
tract should be in writing and stamped in amount 
equal to one-half of on* per cent. The amend- 
ments, sections four and five, declare that such 
agreements were wholly void, and that any 
party thereto might bring suit within a year and 
recover back the money paid. The plaintiff in 
the suit to which we refer sold to the defendants, 
at various times, and upon an unstamped con- 
tract, twenty-two thousand five hundred and 
thirty-seven dollars and thirty-six cents, and he 
afterwards brought suit to recover back the 
money. The new excise and rcvenu* law of 
1m; i removed the restriction on time contracts 
for the sale of coin, and repealed all the 
provisions relative to the same. The de- 
fendants, who were brokers, relied upon 
this rep«al to save them from the penalty 
of having to pay back the money. It 
is not. 6tated in the report that the suit was 
commenced before the passage of the repealing 
act, but such Is the inference from the course of 
the argument. The plaintiff insisted that by 
section one hundred aud seventy-three of the 
new act, which provided that the act of Marsh 
8, 186S, and other acts should be still in force 
"for carrying out aud completing all proceed- 
ings which have been already commenced, or 
that may be commenoed to enforce lines, pen- 
alties, forfeitures, and criminal proceedings un- 
der said act, " this suit was likened to a pro- 
ceeding t« recover a penalty, and it was argued 
that the right to eontiniie the action was saved 
by the exception. But the court took a differ- 
ent view of the matter. Judge Nelson decided 
that this saving clause had reference to an 
entirely different class of actions and causes 
of actions, which abound in all then* 
internal revenue acts, and relate, specially, 
to fines, penalties, forfeitures, and criminal pro- 
ceedings, which are provided for the inforce- 
ment of the duties imposed by the act of 1863. 
In i eferencc to coin contracts the repeal is not 
limited to the two sections in question, but ap- 
plies to many provisions of the act which was a 
general act to raise revenue for the Government. 
As the money was paid under a contract made 
in violation of law, there is no ground for the 
recovery of it back upon the principles of the 
common law, and as the statute which gave the 
remedy has been repealed, the cause of action 
aud suit upon established principles must fail 
•with the repeal. The brokers, therefore, tri- 
umphed. Whether the plaintiff delivered the 
coiu without receiving payment for it does not 
appear. If he did he has lost Ids money. If this 
was, on the contrary, a device to put tne bro- 
kers into nn absolute loss of a large turn of 
money for which they had given full value, the 
effort failed. 

5. The Philadelphia Inquirer, from which we 
take the above digest of the suit, 6ays there are 
two monitions to be derived from the ease ; one 
is that it is advisable to hurry up lawsuits 
founded upon statutory provisions, and not upon 
contract, for fear that the aet authorizing the 
suit may be repealed. If this suit had been tried 
before the passage of the act of June 3oth, 180-1, 
a reco»*ry of the whole sum could not havo 
»>ecn prevented. Another matter which business 
people should most thoroughly understand is 
that they run very great risks by disregarding or 
evading the United States stamp laws. The act 
now in force denounces a penalty of two hun- 
dred dollars against every person who makes, 
aigns, or issues any instrument, document, of 
paper which requires a 6tamp under the law, 
and it renders such paper absolutely void. It is 
Tery poor economy in any one to endeavor to 
avoid this responsibility for the purpose of sav- 
ing the trilling expense of a stamp. Such a 
policy is "penny wise and pound foolish. " There 
are many who have heretofore issued unstamped 
papers who arc yet to feel this rcepuusiunu.v in 
an unDlr*snnt manner. If a document is worth 
preparing it is worth stamping, because without 
the stamp it will be of no more avail in case of 
necessity than so much white paper. 

fjp The National Intelligencer recently 
quoted a passage of a letter written by an 
American travelling in Germany, who observes: 
"The entire Prussian press ia against us." Mr. 
Johannes Rosing, Charge d'Affaires of the 
lianse Towns, says this is so far from being 
true, that on the contrary almost the entire 
Prussian, as well as the German press, has, from 
the beginning of this struggle up to now, con- 
stantly advocated the cause of the Uniorrand 
denounced secession. There have been only a 
few reactionary journala, as the famons feudal 
Prussian Cross Gazette, who have evinced sym- 
pathy with "Southern aristocracy, " and of late 
one or the other weak-kneed papers on the lib- 
eral side may have given up the cause of the 
North In despair. But all leading organs of 
Germany still stand on the side of nationality 
and liberty. The Influence of the British proas 
in Europe is very much overrated here. As far 
as Germany is concerned, it was very much sus- 
pected before the Danish complication. Now it 
is null. In American affairs especially the ut- 
terances of the London Times and similar sheets 
have never btcn of any consequence for it. 
The German papers have their own corres- 
pondents this side of the ocean, who, like all in- 
telligent Germans in this conutry, are loyal 
men, and give a true account of the state of 
things here. 8o It appears that the people of 
King William I. are true Prussian blue. 



f®- If we but knew where tho Memphis 
Appeal is now published, we could tell which 
rebel town would next be captured by our 
armies, and we should know Sherman's route. 
The Appeal has been driven from pillar to post, 
and never was fairly lodged before it was driven 
off again. When it first left Memphis in the 
spring of 1862, it went to Ilcrnando; Grant 
• drove it to Grenada, and afterwards to Vieks- 
burg, and thence to Jackson. But there was no 
rest for it — destiny impelled it to Atlanta, but 
Sherman moved it to Griffin, ana aoout the 
middle of last month the great llauker was in 
the last-mentioned town, and of course the 
Appeal made another exit. It has not yet 
turned np again, but we cannot doubt that it 
has gone to the very next place Sherman in- 
tends to capture. 

*gr Governor Curtln has made arrangements 
with the War Department forexemption for the 
Pennsylvania State Guard, if they should here- 
after be called upon under the national draft. 
If a member of the Guard is hereafter drafted, 
he will be furlonghed for the whole term of his 
enlistment in the Guard. If the term for which 
he may be drafted into the United States service 
■hall be longer than his enlistment in the State 
Guard, he will only have to serve out the excess 
tinder the draft. Should he serve a whole year 
in the 8tate service he will be credited with that 
length of time upon any future calls, and tho 
State wlil also be credited on her quota in any 
future draft. This is an excellent arrangement, 
and it should be extended to all the border 
8tates. 

<jT* The Richmond Enquirer made a sugges- 
tion lately which was very suggestive of rebel 
impecunioMty. It advised even- Confederate 
f oldier to take one mouth's pay In gold and 
Rive a receipt in full for an entire year's services. 
As Memminger's currency now rules in Dixie, 
this a&ea(f payment would be equivalent to 
more than two years' requital in paper money. 
When Meimnvnger flooded the South with hi« 
paper issues it was always predicted that they 
if ould be valueless; and now when Trenholm 
guides the financial helm there is not a single 
breeze of hope to fill the shoulder of his sail— 
his one dollar bills are worth about one of our 
five cent postal currency issues. 

JIT Discontent is spreading rapidly in Dixie 
and the Rebel Congress Is kept busy in passing 
acts imposing tines and penalties for obstruct- 
ing the laws of the Confederacy, destroying its 
property, impeding its means of transportation 
and its forwarding of supplies. It hw also 
Interdicted secret intercourse with the United 
States or with persons in rebellion against the 
rebellion. It is very evident that free speech 
has become emboldened and that gag laws arc 
v- •becoming imperatively necessary.

MA.ion^KXF.itAi. JiHAi'K. — As some Interest 
lias been expressed to learn the exact position 
now occupied by this distinguished officer, we 
ttike, from a statement in the PhilaJelphia 
\nierienn, the information that he was made a 
Major-General in the regular army, and his 
commission dated on Monday, August the 19th, 
i he day when he achieved a very important suc- 
cess on the Weldon Railroad. The oth army 
corps, on that day, made an expedition to 
Rcums's Station; tore up much of the railway; 
was attacked at noon by Hill's rebel troops 
fn m Petersburg, and, in two hours' hard 
lighting, defeated the attack. The Union loss 
nas about three hundred. The rebels lost 
eighteen hundred in killed and captured, and 
ihiec battlc-Cags. In consequence of this suc- 
cess, General Meade sent General Warren 
down the road toward Petersburg, and pulled 
up the rails and destroyed the bridges for thirty- 
live or forty miles. The length of the line held 
was about seven miles. Oar troops advanced 
to within two miles of Petersburg, and all rebel 
communication with Richmond was compelled 
to pass over the Danville Road. Gen. Meade 
proposed an attack by Gen. Warren on this, but 
for 6ome reason it was not carried into effect. 

It is for his conduct on this occasion, haying 
the entire matter in charge, which was also de- 
signed by him, that Gen. Meade has been partic- 
ularly honored. Ilis whole conduct shows him 
deserving of the honor, and demonstrates that 
in his new grade he will win no less honor to 
himself and value to the nation than before. 
The order assigning his position in the roster of 
Major-Genera Is places him pretty well up, but 
his exact number we are unable to give at the 
moment. While he is to be congratulated on 
this recognition of brilliant service, the country 
is not less deserving of kiudred congratulation 
ihut it has such officers to reward. 



(jfThe witches in Macbeth, when about their 
incantations, were doing "a deed without a 
name," which a wag in the pit of a theatre de- 
clared was not good in law, but they have had 
a curious ease tried in New York, In which the 
obligation of an act of Congress without a date 
was in question. It was passed December 24. 
1861, but signed by the President "December 
24th," the year not being mentioned. By the 
act an additional duty upon tea was imposed, 
and to escape from that duty the defendants 
pleaded that the act was invalid. But in a sub- 
sequent act, passed January 11, 1862, the former 
act was modified, and referred to as having been 
passed "December 24, 1861." The act of De- 
cember 2 lib. taxed teas twenty cents per pound, 
but the resolution of January 11, 1862, declared 
that all teas then in warehouse should be only 
rated at the duty of fifteen cents a pouud, as 
provided by a previous act of August 5, 1861. 
It did not, however, establish that rate for tea 
imported afterward, but continued the duty of 
twenty cents per pound, as in the act of Decem- 
ber 21th. The teas sought to be exempted of 
the greater duty were imported in the present 
year, and it was argued that it could only be 
rated at fifteen cents, in compliance with the 
act of August 5, 1861. The Court, however, 
teld otherwise, and decided that if there was 
any difficulty about the act of December 24th, 
it was taken away by the subsequent resolution 
which fixed the date of the prior act as of De- 
cember 21, 1861, and that the defendants should 
lake nothing by their plea. The decision puts 
them into the payment of a sum exceediug 
twentv-flve thousand dollars. 



tip Dc Hoghtou's peace address, lately sent 
to this country, was intrusted to the care of 
Mr. Joseph Parker. -The New York Tribune 
says this name is erroneously given, either by 
accident or design, as tho bearer of the address 
is the Rev. Joseph Barker, who figured exten- 
sively In this country, a few years since, as an 
abolitionist and an avowed champion of in- 
fidelity. Mr. Barker first appeared before the 
people as a Wcsleyan Methodist, and subse- 
quently as a Unitarian miuister in England. 
He seon lost his standing among the Uni- 
tarians, who charged him with perverting to 
other uses a press placed in his hands to aid 
him in disseminating Unitarian opinions. About 
1818 he came to this country and settled 
In Salem, Ohio, subsequently identifying him- 
self with the abolition «no T ement, and at the 
tame time publicly advocating the doctrines of 
the infidels. His debate with the Rev. Dr. 
Berg, of Philadelphia, on the inspiration of the 
Bible, and bis lectures in opposition to Chris- 
tianity in that and other cities, excited some 
attention. At length, however, he lost his 
standing even among his inlidcl friends, who 
denounced him as an adventurer, wholly un- 
worthy of confidence. From Salem he went to 
Nebraska, where he soon met with his usual 
fortune among the respectable portion of the 
people; till finally, disgusted with America and 
with Republican ideas, he returned to England, 
where he made haste to renounce his infidel 
opinions, and once more became a miuister. 
He next appeared as the agent and champion of 
the cause of the Southern rebels, and travelled 
through Great Britain, defaming the North and 
lauding the South. The Southern Independence 
Association have selected him as a fit agent to 
bear their Peace Manifesto across the water. 



<5"The Boston Traveller learns f.om a gen- 
ileman frem 8t. Domingo, of 8panish birth, 
that the insurrection in that island is not at an 
end, as has been before frequently stated. The 
Spanish Government will not offer terms ac- 
ceptable to the insurgents, who hold the moun- 
tain districts while Spanish troops garrison the 
towns. Occasionally the garrisons sally out and 
attack the insurgents, lose a few men, and then 
return to their posts. The money of the mother 
country' is squandered profusely in this war, In 
one case a small building for troops costing 
♦o0,000 which might have been built for $8,000. 
All trade is at an end. Many of the soldiers 
who have obtained their discharge from physi- 
cal disability, settle upon the island, marrying 
the black women of the country. It is not be- 
lieved by well-informed persons that the Span- 
ish Government will succeed in quelling the re- 
bellion. 

S3 - Mr. A. Wallace Thayer, just appointed 
United 8tates consul te Trieste in place of Rich- 
ard Uildreth (the journalist and historian, 
whose mind and health have prematurely failed 
him), has been for several years connected with 
the American Legation at Vicuna, to which 
city he removed some time since, the better to 
pursue his researches for a forthcoming Life of 
Beethoven. He is also known in the literary 
world as the author of the "Brown Papers" and 
the "Diarist" of Dwight's Journal of Music, to 
which periodical he is now contributing an in- 
teresting series of papers on Antonio Salicri, a 
composer who was a contemporary of Beetho- 
ven. Mr. Thayer is well acquainted with for- 
eign manners and languages, and will prove a 
useful and efficient representative of our coun- 
try at the populous and important commercial 
seaport of Austria — for such, in fact, is Trieste. 

(jr-Tlie London Times is continually harping 
upon our expenditure of life and treasure to 
put down an infamous rebellion against the 
Government.

Ratk of Mortality in W.ut — At a recent 
nutting of the British Association for the Pro- 
motion of Science, in the section of Economi ■ 
Science and Statistics, there was read an inter- 
esting and important paper by Mr. E. B Elliott, 
i.t Washington, "On Military Statistics of Certain 
Armies," especially thuse of the United States. 
Tlie Philadelphia Press gives an abstract of this 
paper from "The Reaeler" of the 5th ult., an 
able literary journal published in London, and 
not so well known nor properly appreciated 
hi re as its competitor, the anti-American Athe- 
na-urn. Mr. Elliott called attention to tho rates 
of sickness experienced by the Danish forces 
during the late conflict in Schleswig-Holstein : 
the rates of sickness, mortality, and other casu- 
alties experienced by the United States volun- 
teers during the first fifteen months of the 
existing civil war : and to certain physiological 
characteristics of the United States volunteers, 
and the laws which govern the distribution of 
eei tain measurements. It has been said, over and 
over again, here and in foreign countries, that 
the civil war In the United States has bees more 
destructive than the world ever saw before. 
The statistics carefully collected by Mr. Elliott 
enables us to 6how, by the contrast of compari- 
sou, how far this Is correct. He shows that the 
mortality of the United States volunteers during 
the fourteen months, July, 1861, to August, 1862, 
inclusive, was at the annual rate of somewhat 
over seven (7 2) in every 100 men, of which two 
(2.0) were from killed In action, and five (A. 2) 
from diseases and accidents. The rate of mor- 
tality of officers from disease, as in other wars, 
has been less than that of the men, but from 
wounds received in action much greater. The 
mortality from wounds, both of officers and men, 
has in general been considerably less than that 
from disease, although, with regard to officers 
in the latter part of the period, the reverse 
has been the case, their mortality from wounds 
having somewhat exceeded that from disease. 
The rate of mortality in the existing war (7.2 
percent per aunum), for the period under con- 
sideration, although much greater than that of 
civilians of the military age, both in Europe 
and America, and greater than that of the army 
of the United States in time of peace, has been 
less than that of the United States forces during 
the war against Mexico, and very considerably 
less than that of the British forces on the Span- 
ish penlumla (in 1811-11) and In the Crimea 
(1864-56); the average annual rate in the Span- 
ish peninsula having been 16% per cent, aud in 
the Crimea about 23 percent, the la«t- mentioned 
rate only embracing those dying In hospitals, 
and not including deaths on the field of battle. 

Here, then, we have it that the rate of mortal- 
ity in the present war Is only 7.2 per cent per 
annum, while the rate of mortality in Welling- 
ton's Spanish campaigns (1811-11) was 103} 
per cent; and that in the Crimea, in 1851-55, 
even not counting those who died on the battle- 
field, averaged 23 per cent. How is this smaller 
rate of mortality to be accounted for? It arises, 
no doubt from the organization, so wisely mado 
and 60 liberally maintained, which has raised 
the Sanitary Commission aud the Christian Com- 
mission to inquire into the best and most sys- 
tematic means of ascertaining the condition of 
onr soldiers, to supply liberal relief to the 
suffering, and sustain their drooping spirits 
by kindness and sympathy. Florence Night- 
ingale — may her name be eternally hon- 
ored for what her true heart impelled her to do 
—initiated measures, however inadequate, for 
helping the rick, wounded, and suffcting sol- 
diers of England during the war in the Crimea, 
but a brigade of self-denyiag women, the veri- 
table angels eif life, arose in this country, when 
war once commenced its ravages, and their 
numbers have not decreased, nor their labors of 
humanity diminished. Mr. Elliott has done 
well in placing before the world, through such 
a medium of publicity as the meeting and pub- 
lication of the British Association, the vital 
statistics which prove the superiority of our 
srstem to that of England.

Criminal Court.— The court was again in 
jsiun yesterday. In the case of Sii»an Romain, 
who killed Thos. Meekin, and was charged with 
manslaughter, a verdict of "Not guilty" was 
rendered. The case of Wm. Satterfleld, charged 
■with grand larceny, was continued. Thomas 
Figg was found guilty of horse stealing, and 
sentenced to the penitentiary for fire years. 
Hampton Prentice and James Thompson, slaves, 
charged with murder, have their cases contin- 
ued. Morthot Bondinc, charged with murder; 
case continued. Isaac Short and Ernest Weth- 
crbahn, charged with grand larceny: case dis- 
missed. John Gctzen and Simon Edwards, two 
boys, were found guilty of stealing, and sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary for one year each. 
The Jury recommended clemency in the case of 
Gctzen, and a petition has been forwarded to tba 
Governor, praying for bis pardon. Wm. J. 
Gray, charged with being implicated in the 
murder of Watchman Bond, waived an exam- 
ination, and was allowed to give bond iu the 
sum of *5,000 for his appearance at the next 
term of the court. James I. Dozier, who some 
time ago resigned the office of Examiner of the 
Jefferson County Circuit Court, was yesterday, 
at a request of a majority of the Louisville bar, 
re appointed to that office. The court adjourned 
to meet again this morning. 

A Fatal Mistake Joseph B. Sanburn, who 

resided on North Meridian street, Indianapolis, 
says the Journal, came to his death on Sunday 
morniug under the following sad circumstances: 
He had been alllicted some time with rheumatism 
in one of his feet, and had a bottle containing 
medicine, which he was in the habit of apply- 
ing to it, sitting in the cupboard with other bot- 
tles, one of which contained some bitters, which 
he w as also in the habit of using. Saturday 
night, he was up nearly the whole night with a 
sick child. After having prepared himself for 
breakfast Sunday morning, and just before tit- 
ting down at the table, he took down, as he 
thought, the bottle of bitters, but which proved 
to be that containing the mixture for his foot, 
and took a drink from it. After discovering 
that he had made a mistake he paid but little 
attention to it till some time bad elapsed, when 
a benumbing sensation came over him. He then 
: to the physician from whom he had pro- 
cured the mixture, who, knowing it Q dangerous 
ingredients, immediately repaired to Mr. Sun- 
burn's house, and applied the usual drugs to 
produce vomiting. It was too late — and, after 
a slight spasm, he died. Mr. S. leaves a wife 
and three children to mourn his untimely death. 
He was by occupation a painter, and an honora- 
ble and industrious citizen.

SPIRIT OF THE REBEL PRESS. 
[From the Augiirla Chronicle, Nov. 25.)

The army of Invasion drags its slow length 
along. This is not a country through which 
such an army, with its artillery aud wagon 
trains, can march very rapidlv, and, if proper 
measures be taken to obstruct its progress, it 
can be made to march still more slowlv.

1 he fact that they are pressing In that direction 
indicates the design to strike foreither Beaufort, 
Savannah, 01 Brunswick. 

Although the Northern press has hinted that 
Sherman might attempt to march to Charleston 
77 way of Augusta, recent developments, we 
hink, show very clearlv that such is not his 
design. If this were his route he would not be 
diverging from it so widelv. He would have ad- 
vanced directly upon Augusta. He would not 
ave spent all this time moving with his whole 
>rcc on the Central Road, and so far out of In- 
direct road. 

Sherman's programme when he started was 
o push for some joint on the seaboard before a 
nflicient force could !>c concentrated to oppose 
Ittn, The utmost speed, therefore, was esseu- 
iol to success; and he would avoid all unneces- 
sary delay. He would not likelv turn aside or 
loiter by the wav to accomplish anv minor or 
subordinate objects. Unless Augusta were Jin 
bis route, he would hardlv waste the time neces- 
sary to capture it, for anv advantage It wonld 
likely afford him. If it be settled, therefore, 
that Charleston is not the point which he is 
liming to reach, we do not think it probable 
hat Augusta will at this time receive a vKit 
from She! man.

signs or- the times. 

"Silence," 6ays the Charleston Mcrcnrv of 
yesterday, "has re igned in our eitv lor several 
days. But the enemy have now in" position on 
Morris Island some forty pieces of heavy ord- 
nance, bearing on Sullivan's Island and Fort 
Similiter. They are bnsv in mortar mounting 
and preparations, and have brigade drills. Tbev 
have buoyed out Bull's Bav, not far to the 
uorthwaid. They have a licet of some dozen 
monitors at Port Royal, and somewhere on the 
Atlantic coast a dozen and a half more, includ- 
ing ships like the Ironsides and Dictator. These 
preparations indicate an attack on Charleston 
by the water approach. The signs are confirmed 
by the statements of Northern papers that 
Charleston is the point desired and aimed at 
And the rapid advance of Sherman's army upon 
Augusta, which is only some six days' "march 
from he re, tallies with all the rest, and' warns us 
that no time is to be lost in preparing, to the 
host of our ability, to meet the issue which ap- 
pears to be upon us. Are wc readv for an attack 
and for a siege? The people of Charleston have 
seen danger more than once l>efore, and ire not 
ubject to panics. Let the situation be calmlv 
scrutinized now, with a view to the final result. 

To the above magnificent preparations set 
forth by the Mercury, wc mav add that large 
fit cts arc now assembled at Port Roval, Tt bee, 
and Dobov, no doubt in preparatian" for Sher- 
man's arrival. Thus arc tbev prepared to meet 
him at all points, showing perfect confidence in 
the success of his expedition.

SENATE. 

The follnwine Senators were present: Anthr^ 
ny, ChaDtller Clark, C'ollumer, t'onness. Cow- 
an, Davis, Dixon, Doolittle, Foote, Fuster, 
Grimes, Harding, Harlan, Hani 1 ?, Henderson, 
Hendricks; Hicks, Howe, Johnson, Lane of In- 
diana, Lane of Kansas, McDougall, Morgan, 
Morrill, Nesmlth, Pomeroy, Powell, Ramscv, 
Sbarman, Sumner, Tun Eyck, Truml>uU, Van- 
winkle, Wilkinson, and Willey. 

Mr. Sherman introduced a bill providing that 
the Secretary of the Treasury is authorized to 
construct not exceeding six more revenue 
cutters, for service on the lakes, and for that 
purpose the sum of one million dollars, or so 
much thereof as Is necessary, is appropriated. 

Mr. Lane, of Kansas, introduced a bill fur 
the relief of the militia of Kansas in repelling 
the rebels under Price, which was ordered to be 
printed. 

Mr. Foster moved that the Senate take a re- 
cess for one hour. On reassembling, the Sen- 
ate adjourned. 

HOI'^E. 

The privileges of the Hall were accorded to 
them while the que.-tion of their creudentials 
was pending. 

Mr. Davis presented a petition from Louisiana 
against their being admitted as members. Re- 
ferred to Committee of Elections. 

On motion of Mr. Davis, it was resolved that 
the Committee of Ways and Means be instruct- 
ed to inquire into the expediency of reporting a 
bill for an amendment of the constitution, pro- 
viding that so much of the !ith section of the 2d 
article as declares that no tax or duty shalj be 
laid on articles exported from any State be and 
the same is hereby annulled. 

Mr. Pendleton offered the following: 

Ilesohed, That the Pre-ident be requested to 
communicate, if not incompatible with the pub- 
lic interetU, the report made by Colonel Tho*. 
M. Key of the interview between him and How- 
ell Cobb on the 14th day of June, 1X62, on the 
banks of the Cliickahominy.by the authority of 
the War Department, on the subject of the ex- 
change of prisoners. 

Mr. Washburne, of Illinois, objected, and the 
subject lies over. 

Mr. Cox, of Ohio, offered the following: 

Jlesohttl, That the Committee of Ways and 
Means, with a view to lessen the cost of the 
necessaries of life, be instructed to inquire into 
the expediency of reducing the tariff on coffee, 
sugar, tea, and similar articles, either by the 
paj meutof all customs in the paper currency of 
the Government instead of gold, or by the mod- 
ification of the tariff so that an ad valorem and 
uot a specie duty be laid on said articles.

Should you seek 
m atral polls, you will be careful to observe the 
U'Ual naval courtesy, and sick to place the 
character of the contest in Which we arc en- 
gaged and the principles involved iu their proper 
iiglt." 

The Tribune's Washington special says that 
i he rebels have just opened a no* battery near 
Foil Darling. 

Our miuL-ier in Brazil, under date of October 
14th, sends a communication to the Brazilian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs in regard to the cap- 
lure of the Florida. Gen. Webb begins hi- 
communication by rehearsing the course of 
Great Britain and other nations he recognizing 
the belligerance Of the rebels, which will also 
! c sanctioned by Brazil as soon as possible. He

piratical cruizers of our rebels while she was 
anchored in a neutral port. I feel it my duty to 
gay that the United States Government will 
extend all reparation consistent with her honor. 

A letter from Wilmington to the London 
Times says: If instead of indulging spite 
against Charleston in April, 1H63, the whole 
povcrof the Federal navy had been brought 
agaiust Wilmington, the course of this war 
might have been more influenced than bv burn- 
ing ten cities like Charleston or capturing half 
a dozen Vieksburgs. Wilmington, so long un- 
molested, has grown into such a fortress as to 
defy the utmost effort of the Yankees from 
the sea. 

I he Times Washington special says: A dele- 
gation from Kentuekv, consisting of Geo. H. 
Yeaman, W. P. D. Bush, Alf. Allen, and C. D. 
Pcnnebaker, have been here for some days for 
the purpose of obtaiuing an order to stop the 
draft in Kentucky, and had a conference Satur- 
day with the President, Secretary of War, and 
Provost-Marshal General. They succeeded in 
netting an order issued stopping the draft in 
that Slate. 

Potomac specials of the 3d contain no news 
lievond the details of Gregg's expedition, which 
have arrcadv been sent forward. 

The Commercial's Washington special sava: 
There are rumors of disaster to the Union 
forces in Georgia, but they are unfounded. 



Forthess Monroe, Dec. 4. 

The profiler, General Lyon, Captain Ward, 
from 8av.mnah on the lat, with 743 prisoners, 
arrived ibis evening. The prisoners are in good 
condition. The sergeant who was with them 
re|>orts that Sherman's cavalry was within six 
miles of Savannah on the 30th of November. 
Savannah was being fortified as rapidly as pos. 
sible. Every negro and every cart was at work 
on the works, and four trains loaded with rebel 
soldiers had arrived on the Gulf Railroad. There 
w as no report of a disaster to any portion of 
Sherman's army. He says the railroad was cut 
just after the trains he came through to Savan- 
nah on had passed through. He came from 
Florence to Savaunah. 

The Republican of November 30th contains 
no telegraphic news from anv quarter. The 
M owing are the editorials on the situation: 
Reliable advices received yesterday indicate 
that Sherman has made little or no progress 
with the main bodv of his armv during the last 
day or two. He Is still on the railroad, aome 
distance beyond Millen, and is apparently re 
plenishing his commissary for the journey be- 
fore him. His men and animals must be terri- 
bly jaded by this time, and but little prepared 
for the trials to come. Wc still believe that his 
intention is to reach the coast if possible bv that 
route which presents the least danger of a fight. 

There was no enemy between here and Mif. 
len yesterday, aud, though a party of Sher- 
man's cavalry had been near the latter place, 
everything remains untouched. 

Another fight is reported between Wheeler 
and Kilpatrick, with unusual result — the latter 
was decently thrashed and driven in the direc- 
tion of the infantry. * 

It is reliably sa'id that a force of about 1,000 
landed yesterday forenoon from the Yankee 
fle< t on Broad river. South Carolina, some eight 
miles distant from the Savannah and Charleston 
railroad. A portion of this command ap- 
proached the railroad later in the dav, but sub- 
sequently retired. Preparation, believed to be 
ample, has been made to meet them should thev 
attempt to cut the road. 

We still believe that Sherman has no serious 
thought of encountering Savannah with his 
jaded columnt. but will attempt to make his 
way to the coast by the most practicable route, 
he will find It difficult to strike one that has no 
lion in his path. Our military authorities, 
though we are glad to see are acting on a sound 
principle — that is of keeping him awav, and 
make it impossible for him to get hero. 

Pursuant to the resolution of the General 
Assembly, Governor Brown, before leaving 
Milledgeville, made a proposition to the con- 
victs in the penitentiary of pardon if thev would 
volunteer and prove themselves good soldiers. 
Nearly all volunteered; but a few of the noto- 
riously bod were rejected. The companv organ- 
ized is 100 strong, and the celebrated Di\ Roberts 
has been elected Captain. 

Gen. Tay lor is in Savannah, and has been or- 
dered to take temporary command of all the 
Confederate reserves in Alabama and Georgia. 

It Is stated that the Georgia militia has been 
turned over to the Confederate service. General 
Buckncr is appointed Lieutenant-General.

lar and volunteer service of the United States as 
shall have rallied around the Uag of the Union 
iu the war of rcliellion, whether natives or for- 
eignerc; a bill to prescribe a more impartial 
mode of empanelling jurors of the Fedeial 
courts.

New York, Dec. 5. 
The Tribune's Shenandoah Valley special says 
the reliel cavalry, under Gen. Rosser. made a 
a clean thhig of their raid to New Creek last 
wsek. They returned, passing through Mooi- 
BeU <m Sunday, en route to New Market, hav- 
ing fourpicccsof artillery, three or four hundred 
prisoners, and a drove of cattle and sheep, 
w hich was daily augmenting. Three pieces of 
artillery were captured in a skirmish previous to 
Ihe attack on New Creek. They spiked aud 
left on the works several pieces of ordnan c 
which could not be removed. They spent Sun- 
day night near Moorlield, and resumed their 
journey to New Market the following day, 
taking their prisoners and booty with thetn.

AFTER A FORGER. 



WITH A r.OAT-RIDB OS TUB ST. I.AffRtWl. 



I vrasan English journalist, out of present em- 
ployment, and led by lore of adrestura to be- 
come the temporary companion of Deteotire 
Ballagan, of the States. He was in pirsnit of an 
adroit forger, Jules Ingram, of Martinique, 
whose drafts on rarious banking housei in the 
Northern State* had been so skilfully executed, 
and so hearily honored as to rouse the entire 
bank interest to raise means for his arrest Btl- 
lagan had traced him, with a female accom- 
plice, to the outlet of Lake Ontario, among 
whose many islands he was believed to be con- 
cealed, but here tho clue was lost. 

It was on the twelfth day of our adrcntnre, 
that the dcuctive, sick of care and exposure, 
made over to me the boat and outfit. The water- 
man rowed meat dawn to a core within VTolf 
Island, the largest of the group; it was a lonelv 
place; remoTca from either channel of the rirer, 
visible from neither mainland, and out of eight 
of every sail and habitation.

The woman was watching me from a window as I 
returned. She was handsome, but not prepos- 
sessing — a fine animal face, a little dissolute per- 
haps, and strangely out of place in this bleak, 
secluded country. She was indisposed to con- 
Tcrec, admitted that she had lived there but a 
little while, and at length, weary with ennui, 
took a yellow-covered uoyel from a shelf, and 
read in uneasy silence, eyeing me at intervals. 
The scene was oddly composed; a painting of it 
would hare been unpardonable — the bare floors 
and wafls, the wild pines and cedars, the deso- 
late lawn and water, and this fine, fashionable, 
sensual woman, reading a loose novel amid the 
ruin. I took down the few books from the sh elG 
Hunt's Merchants' Magazine, a pile of shipping 
lists, a manual of book-keeping, a lot of busi- 
ness directories, a treatise on commercial law — 
an odd library, surely, for the wilderness. Re- 
volving these things in my mind as I ate, I made 
a second abortive attempt to engage mad ime/l 
attention, aud at last bade her good -by. 

"Row me to the Canada shore," I said to the 
waterman; "we will spend a night with the 
British Lion." 

I landed at a hamlet ne ir the city of Kings- 
ton, and proceeding to a tidy tavern, stretched 
myself beneath a window, and essayed to read a 
newspaper. Dulness.and fatigue induced drow- 
siness. I was half-way into a dream, when the 
entrance of somebody disturbed me. A person 
in a gray coat had taken up the journal, and 
was perusing it by the aid of an eye-glass.

As he stood up in the bateau, 
and faced me for the first time, the conviction 
rushed upon me that this man and Jules Ingram 
were one! The photograph iu the possession of 
Ballagan could have been taken from no other 
face. The same small, thoughtful, grizzle- 
haired man regarded me; there were the eye- 

flass and the cigar; and as, with a quick heart, 
recalled each shade aud le.tture, the flue lady 
on the lonely island came to memory: she was 
tlie creature of Jules Ingram; the bare dwelling 
was his retreat; the mercantile books were his 
aids to felony; the man before me was the 
forger! 

Another clue at once suggested itself— the bil- 
let with which he had lighted his cigar.

The paper was a blank bill of exchange, one of 
many with which the culprit had operated! I 
waited no longer, but summoned my waterman, 
and, relieving each other at the oars, we reached 
Cape Vincent at dusk. It was not without re- 
morse that I confided my discoveries to Balla- 
gan. I regretted that it had been mv destiny to 
make them. The law had its paid agents, of 
Whom I was not one. My meditations might 
not be soothed on bleak nights to come by the 
thought of a miserable man whom my offiiious- 
ness had consigned to a cold prison cell. But 
now that the facts were in my possession, it was 
criminal to withhold them. I laid them before 
the detective as he laid in bed, leaning his pow- 
erful head and neck upon a muscular arm, and 
his small, secretive eyes grew blank and ex- 
pressionless, and ho listened like one dctf. It 
was his pTolcsaional Sway of denoting satisfac- 
tion. 

"Ton must take take the ferry to Kingston 
Immediately," he 6aid; "I will dictate a tele- 
gram'and a placard; the one must l>e despatched, 
and the other priuted at once upon your ar- 
rival.

I took up pen and paper, aud he outlined as 
follows: 

"To all British officials and residents on the 
St. Lawrence: I, Pepin Petit, of Fort Erie, Can- 
ada West, have lost eight prime horses. Tne 
thief is known to be a small, grizzle-haired, in- 
telligent person, near-sighted, and wearing a 
gray coat; was last seen near Kingston, and is 
believed to dwell on or near Wolf Island. I 
will pay a thousand dollars for his detention; 
he will doubtless attempt to land between 
Kingston and Montreal." 
I dropped the pen indignantly. 
"This is a lie, Ballagan!" I said; "a trick of 
your craft; I will have uothin^ to do with it." 

"I place you under arrest!" thundered tho 
Riant, dashing away his coverlets. "I have no- 
ticed your squeauiishncss; the law will hold you 
as an accomplice of the forger; 1 it is iu your 
power to serve justice; you refuse?— how' will 
public opinion brand you?" 

I saw my mistake, and confessed it. My com- 
panion was remorseless as a tiger. They paint 
justice blind: Iter ministers are all too keen; but 
this man hud no heart; he could not comprehend 
a scruple; he despised a sentiment or a fear; if 
his new-born bate had stood between himself 
and Jules Ingram, he would have trampled it 
down. I compared him only to a blood-hound 
at the end of the scent; half dead with fatigue 
as he was, his jaws were quivering now; the 
tracks of the game were fresh; the smell of 
blood was in his nostrils; he was up and alert!

In a few moments, the sky, in mid-horizon, 
lighted up; the woody outlines of the islaud 
were revealed flickeringly; shadows of flame 
were reflected across tho broad, dark current, 
and soon we made out a black object advancing 
In the glare; it was the ferry-boat, and the first 
man to step ashore was Ballagan. 

"Our friend has escaped," he said; "he left 
nie a curious paper by his lady, who, unfortu- 
nately, has no dwelling at present, aud I have 
given her shelter in the jail." 

I took the note in my hands; the writing was 
clear and beautiful, as if engraved— "To the De- 
tective stopping at Capo Vincent: I would re- 
spectfully suggest that you are doing yourself 
and me wrong, not to sav injustice.

My first contributions to the Canadian jour- 
nals were suggested by Ballagan, and appeared 
next morning. They were intended to inflame 
public sentiment, and related certain fables of 
Ingram's feats at running stock out of the col- 
ony. On the same night every fireside from 
Toronto to Quebec was made acquainted with 
the fugitive's personnel. Vengeance was sworn 
against him wherever two boors met together. 
The farmer in the Held kept one eyo ever upon 
the river; each canoe barge, smack, and steamer 
was subjected to espionage; the whole frontier 
was hunting down one man. We knew th it he 
was adrift In his bateau, for now and then some- 
body would espy him for an Instant gliding 
along the edges ejf bluffs, or scullling through 
fields of marine grass, or vanishing behind a 
woody cape or island. Thrice he attempted to 
land, but the country folks drove him back with 
execrations. The dairy-maid would not give 
him a cup of milk; the Indian refused him breal 
and fire; once some little children turned his 
boat adrift, but he swam astream and recovered 
it. Thus, friendless, hungry, and at bay, he 
moved forever northward toward the cold gulf, 
till, having entered the romantic territory of the 
"Thousand Isles," we lost all traces of him. 
Our voyage through this most picturesque of 
archipelagoes was rendered thrice entrancing by 
the adventure which had developed it. There 
are said to be literally a thousand Islands 
clustering in the broad neck or estuary 
of the St. Lawrence. Many of them can scarce- 
ly afford foothold to a bird; others support a 
single miniature tree; some sustain huge masses 
of rock, piled in eccentric forms, and holding 
in their crevices the palms of climbing vines; a 
few are large and heavy with turf and woodlaud, 
and all are verdant as spring. A voyage among 
them is like the reading of a poem or the pass- 
ing of a dream; one seems to be far aloft in a 
balloon, gazing at the diminished land and sea; 
for were there but little folks to inhabit theso 
pigmy continents, we should have Lilipntia in- 
deed.' Here, in winter, the drift-ice heaps up 
crags and monuments, and the floes and Holds 
crush up in summer, as if they would bear the 
Thousand Isles away to their Arctic home; the 
wild birds bring forth their young upon the sur- 
face; the cold spawn of the fishes grows warm 
and vital beneath; the striped and spotted snake 
lies among their debris, charming the sparrow 
and the blue jay; and the wolf passing from 
land to land, halts here in the dead midnight to 
nowl. Not a human being tenants the Thou- 
sand Isles; they arc sprinkled here and there in 
wondrous in cgularity; the deep river wiuds in 
and out among them as 11 lost or tarrying; and 
the tourist patting by is reminded of some 
tableau in the mulo-drama, too beautiful aud 
unexpected to lie real. 

In pursuit of Ingram, wc explored every islet 
of this region. We found a hundred traces of 
him, for he was forever flitting to and fro — now 
the embers of his fire, now the echo of his rifle, 
now, the report of some alarmed fisherman, 
whom the fugitive had passed like an appari- 
tion. One day at sunset we saw him — a ragged, 
haggard, hatless being, standing upon a rock 
scarcely larger than a man's hand, with the 
waters churning around him. and his bateau at 
his feet. He was sharply outlined against the 
red sky, and he stood in an attitude of despair, 
leaning wearily upon his rifle I thought of ttie 
Wandering Jew, or the last Indian of his race, 
halting on the brink of the Pacific. Suddenly 
he beheld us; gnashing his teeth, and lifting his 
clenched hand, he leaped into his vessel, and 
sculled away like the wind; we lost him in the 
darkness, and saw him no m ire for many davs. 

Two weeks had now been consumed in this 
singular pursuit. At last Ballagan became 
troubled and doubtful. It was possible for In- 
gram, changing his position every night, to lead 
us upon a wild chase for a year. He could plun- 
der barns and river-craft for nourishment, and 
fish and game were plentiful. Desperate, in 
view of the penalty of his offence, we knew that 
roving among thc.»e green islands was conso- 
nant with his adventurous nature. Fresh from 
live years' entombment in the iail. and hopeful 
of guilty gain, he would leave no artifice un- 
tried to retain his liberty; and Ballagan feared 
that he would surrender himself to the Canadi- 
an authorities, when the device of Mr. Pepin 
Petit might be manifest. One dav, at Alexan- 
dra Bay, we received a despatch from a station 
far down the river; Jules Ingram had been seen 
near the head of the First Rtpid; he had foiled 
us, and, with a long 6tart, was making his way 
vigorously toward the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 
Every stroke of the oars was a new hope to 
him; in ten hours he would pass the American 
boundary line, and then our difficulties would 
be multiplied tenfold. Ballagan acted with his 
usual decision; we took the first express steam- 
er and pushed on with all the energy of cur- 
rent and steam. It was midnight when we 
reached the head of the rapids, and as it was 
forbidden to descend them in the darkness the 
vessel halted at a quay and waited for the morn- 
ing. It was a grand steamer — "a floating pal- 
ace" — and having walked with Ballagan up and 
down the cold promenade -deck, Listening to the 
roar of tho waters, I wearied of his impatience, 
and retired to my sumptuous state-room. I 
was soundly dreaming; my heart was back 
among the Thousand Isles, and our wild search 
was all fO'gottcn, when raps upon mvchamber- 
door brought me to my feet. It was' Bill igan, 
and I knew by his biauk, sphlux like couute 
nance that something was to ensue. 

"Come out at once," he said, in deep, unitn- 
passioned monotone. "Help me to launch the 
float; you arc to go on the water with me. No 
flinching! or, by the Great American Eigle, 
your life Isn't worth a rushlight." 

A premonition of danger crept coldly upon 
nie; I knew that he saw me falter, but I did not 
speak. I marked in the grav dawn from the 
windy deck the awful surging of the rapids, 
tossing their foamy hairs into the sky, hi en ting 
their sprays in white cataracts of mist, and 
dashing upon black rocks. Imperfectly revealed, 
as if meaning to wrest them from their ever- 
lasting bases. The whole wide St. Lawrence 
was a fierce, tumultuous torrent, boiling and 
churning and clamoring. Tho boles of s ime 
huge trees were passing dowu the current, and 
I marvelled to mark them t'«ncd aloft like reeds, 
the waters catching them as they fell again, aud 
hurlingthem high into the air, till, passing from 
cascade to cascade, they emerged at hist a mile 
below, braked and scarred and broken. Of 
what advantage would be a man's strength 
struggling with such an element? Pharaoh 
and his host, with all nVypt at their back, might 
have gone down in a twinkling there. Tradi- 
tions existed of Indian hunters whose skilled 
hands bad guided the canoe through this same 
Mood, but no living man had dared the exper- 
iment Huge steamers went down shivering, 
aud some had been torn Into splinters, while 
sailing craft of all descriptions made the detour 
by canal. 

"Do you see something stealing along the 
margin yonder?" said Ballagan to me "I have 
remarked it for an hour." 

I took his proffered glass, and recognized dis- 
fmclly an approaching bateau, and a wild fig- 
ure in a gray coat sculling in the stern. It was 
Jules Ingrain, no was making energetically 
or the Canada shore, for he seemed to have an 
intuition of his proximity to the rapids; and 
ever and anon, as he advanced, his face was 
turned to regard the steamer distrustfully.

edness, the attitude of the man was that of 
pride and defiance; it was the consciousness of 
deserved misery, for which he could not apolo- 
gize, and which he had determined to endure. 

The wharf to which we were moored kept 
him out of view of the rapids till he had drifted 
directly beneath us, and then the danger broke 
suddenly upon him. He seemed stricken dumb, 
and the oar quivered in his fingers. At the same 
moment, Ballagan called out to me to loosen 
my line. The boat dropped like a bolt; we 
clambered down as haslilv. The detective 
seized tho scull, while I crouched with the rifle 
at the bow, and pushing away in a trice, we 
had almost collided with Ingram's vessel, be- 
fore he was well aware of our presence.

It was 
the awakening of every energy — prelude to a 
violent death — admonishing man of the glory 
of that organism which a moment is to shatter 
forever. 

I had still hope, for we glided vet smoothly 
npon the curreut. It must be that we wore 
gaining upon Ingram; he dared not perish with 
his crimes upon his head; he meant to turn and 
submit; there was still time to escape the cat- 
aract. Should I stop his career with the rifle? 
I lifted tho bright barrel, with murder half way 
in my heart; my nerves were taught as wires; I

' Do not Are, boy!" cried Ballagan between 

his teeth; "I will take him alive or die with

On, and on and on we galloped, the two 
oarsmen, with black faces, wrenching the wa- 
ters apart, and I could hear the hard breathing 
of both till the roar of the river absorbed all 
sound. So qnicklv ran mv thought that I 
likened the noise 'of the waters to human 
speech; the* seemed to be shriekiug, "Drowned, 
drowned, drowned! " and the cry rang out so 
sonorously thrilling that. I caught myself re- 
peating it'. I wondered if each drop of water 
had not ideutitv, nnd the waves a community 
i>f intelligence^ and every cataract a like am- 
bition, and that ambition now— my death? 
Si ill I saw evurvihing. There was a rocky 
Island, covered With trees, just in the edge of 
the rapids; that was our last salvation; if the 
boat passed it by there was nothing left for 
hope Already tlie spray was lapping us; the 
waters were hoarse and thirsty. I looked at 
Ballagan with dry.mute eyes, but saw no mercy 
there. 

"Pray, boy." he said — "pray for us both, and 
hold fast! 1 am going down the flood!" 

The island passed us at a wink. I felt the 
boat lifted bodily, and the earth seemed to leap 
up and crush it as we fell. Again we vaulted 
aloft, si) far that in the terror of the end I had 
lime to note on the crowded decks of the steamer 
one woman praying with clasped hands, and 
another who had swooned: the planks of the 
bateau were bent like withes of straw, tin; 
waves gushed from 6tem to stern: I was lifted 
from my feet and hurled against Ballagan, but 
he stood at the oar like a rock; I saw through 
my drenched eyo the forger as rigidly fixed; bus 
vessel moved like a winged thing, rather of the 
air than of the element; and even in this time 
of despair, his face was dark and haughty.

A ibunderbolt apparently awakened me, and 
a terrible weight was pressing upon ray chest. 
I was lying in the bottom of the boat, uow hall- 
full of water, and Ballagan was holding me fast 
with his foot. I could scarcely 6ee his face for 
smoke, but a moment revealed him, standiug 
grimly erect with the rifle at his shoulder. 

"Rise!" he said, releasing me; "we are fast 
sinking. Boar a hand with the oar, aud give 
me place in the bow." 

I staggered up tremblingly; we had passed 
the rapids; they were churning behind us: the 
felon glided oh before, but I marked that the 
scull bad splintered in bis fingers, and he was 
wringing his hands in pain, the bullet of the 
detective had broken his oar (airly at the junc- 
tion of shaft and paddle, and his arms were 
palsied by the shock. In a twinkling he leaped 
for the second oar, but ere he could employ it, 
the bateaux collided, and he met Ballagan at 
the gunwale, knife in band. The detective 
clubbing the rifle, struck him a powerful blow, 
which stretched him prostrate like a dead man. 

The hunt was over, the felon was captive at 
last, aud, as we headed his launch for the shore, 
our own went down in ten fathoms of water. 

Wc landed upon the southern bank of the 8t. 
Lawrence, and B:,llagan, with his usual prompt- 
ness, decided to undertake the wild passage of 
the adjacent forest, in preference to returutng 
by steamer, with the prospect of trouble from 
provincial officials. I have not the space to 
describe many exciting incidents of this journey. 
Wc kept southwards lor three weeks, travelling 
on foot, and came to habitations at the foot of 
the Adirondac Mountains, in the State of New 
York. Jules Ingram was dulv indicted upon four 
bills of forgen; but the hardships of his frontier 
exile had been too great for his feeble constitu- 
tion. He died in the dock, cool and self-reliant 
to the last. 

Ballagan earned monev enough to retire from 
the police body; he has found his quietus in the 
present civil war; but, in the interregnum, wo 
had frequent laughs over the fate of Pepin Petit, 
Esq , the einituni stock-dealer who perished in 
the Cedar Rapids, accompanied by two un- 
known persons. — Chambers » Journal. 



Fattkniso PoruTitr. — Chickens intended for 
market should be separated from tho older 
fowls, nnd confined in more restricted quarters 
and fed liberally with a variety of food, of 
which grain of some sort should form the basis. 
They should be regularly fed three times a 
day — the first lime as soon after day-break as 
possible or convenient. 

It is hopeless to attempt to fatten chickens 
while they are at liberty and growing: they 
must be confined, and during their confinement 
they must be supplied with abundance of pure 
fresh water, gravel, old lime mortar, crushed 
bones, or broken clam or oyster shells if to bo 
had. In about three weeks they will be in con- 
dition for marketing. 

It is equally hopeless to attempt to fatten old- 
er fowls unless confined in a proper coop: and 
this, like mast other appurtenances, need not 
be expensive. To fatten a dozen adult fowls of 
common size, a coop may be made three feet 
long, eighteen inches deep, made entirely of 
slats, open on all sides, top and bottom. Dis- 
cretion must be used according to the size of 
fowls cooped. They do not require much space: 
indeed, the closer' the better, if they can all 
stand up at the same time. 

Fowls selected to fatten should be in good 
health; one diseased fowl might contaminate 
the whole; besides if there are any that seem 
inclined to be quarrelsome they should be re- 
moved at once. Quarrelsome fowls will not fat 
kindly. Care must be takeu to put up such as 
have been accustomed to be together or they 
will light, and, like other bad examples, it soon 
finds imitators. 

The food should be ground oats, Indian meal 
mixed with water or milk; the latter is the best. 
It should be slaked, forming a pulp or paste. 

The food thould be varied: barley, buckwheat, 
and wheat-screenings, boiled or baked potatoes, 
foim excellent fstlcuing materials for fowls. 

Regularity when fed, should always be ob- 
served iu the hours of fcediug, also in the quan- 
tity of food given, not to surleit them one day 
and starve them the next, but give the fowls 
their food as regular as you tase your own 
meals. They must be well fed three or four 
times a day — the first time as soon after day- 
bieak as possible or convenient, and then at in- 
tervals of tour hours. 

No animal fixid is easier kept than fowls. No 
kind of food comes amiss to them. When at 
lilicrty they obtain their living promiscu jusly 
and pick up everything that can be made use of 
as food in the barn-yard; even the worms, 
grubs, and bugs, give them the most nutritious 
food. And If insectivcrous food is wanted, there 
is nothing, perhaps, more easily obtained, at 
almost any season, thsn by what tho French 
term rerminrr. Procure a "deep crock. Into 
which put some bran, and on it lay a piece of 
carrion or other flesh; cover it with" a glass cap 
so as to admit light, but exclude lain; iu a 1'o.v 
days it will be a moving mass of living insects 
or worms, which may be thrown out to young 
poultry— young turkies in particular; there is 
nothing they will devour more greedily; but 
they should lie sparingly given, as the fowls are 
so fond of them that, if given abundantly, il 
will prevent them taking their usual food. 

We have practised another method for fatten- 
ing fowls, which has proved successful. We 
confined a number of fowls, ducks, and turkeys, 
in the month of November in a small, d irk 
room, only giving them light when feeding. By 
depriving them ol light they were kept perfectly 
quiet, nothing to do but eat, drink, and grow 
fat, spending most of the time quietly on the 
roost. Feed was kept constantly before them 
in a fiat box, consisting of a mixture of corn, 
oats, barley, and buckwheat, with pure fresh 
water supplied daily. Thoy were also provided 
with broken bones, oyster shells, gravel, and 
pulverized charcoal, of 'which tbcv ate quite a 
large quautity.— C. N. ISermnl in Ccnesee. fanner 



Qt.KKSH.VRr. — How to Tkst it and Drti'.ct 
Adulteration. — Quicksilver, after beiug ex- 
tracted by the plain process of retorting, is sel- 
dom quite pure, and generally contains a sm ill 
proportion of other metals. Tue eminent nat- 
uralist, Priestly, suggests a very simple method 
to purify mercury, by merely shaking it stroii"- 
ly in an iron flask, and renewing tho air in the 
same repeatedly with a pair of bellows. By this 
manipulation a black powder will be formed on 
the surface, which can easily be separated. If 
no more of this dust is formed, the quicksilver 
may be considered pure. Iu this state it will 
always give a clear sound when agitated in the 
fla.sk, while an admixture of lead will make it 
sound dull, as if the vessel were made of potter's 
clay. It is often found in the market wilfullv 
adulterated with lead, tin. and bismuth. Of 
lead, it ran absord or dissolve almost one-half 
of Its weight without losing much of its limpidi- 
ty. This adulteration can easily be discovered 
by rubbing some of the metal on the open palm; 
il it soils the skin il is adulterated — if pure, il 
leaves no trace. Besides, if dosed with lead, it 
will leave a tail behind— ''il fail la queue," to 
nso a French expression— that is, the drops, in- 
stead of being globular, will assume au elon- 
gated form, and a more or less flattened sur- 
face. Some of these observations may be, per- 
haps, useful to the gold-miner, as many 
complaints have latterly been heard about the 
impuritv of the quicksilver sold In the mines, 
which fact is also proved by the frequent occur- 
rence and admixture of tiase metal Iu the amal- 
gam gold, probably, iu most cases, by artificial 

mease. 

Power of a Biko's Sono. — When we hear the 
-ong of the soaring lark we mar be sure that 
the entire atmosphere between us and the bird 
la filled with pulses, or undulations, or waves, 
ns they are often called, produced by the little 
■ ongster's organ of voice. This organ is a vi- 
brating instrument, resembling, in principle, 
tlie reed of a clarionet. Let us suppose that we 
bear the song of a lark, elevated to a height of 
live hundred feet in the air. Before Ibis is pos- 
sible, the bird must have agitated a sphere of 
air one thousand feet in diameter — that is to say, 
it must have communicated to seventeen thou- 
sand eight hundred and eighty-eight tons of air 
k motion sufficiently intense to be appreciated 
by our organs of hearing. 

English RK'iritroRCrRiMO Bapoh. — So soon 
ns the meat comes from the butcher's hand, rub 
thoroughly and till every crevice with fine salt. 
Next day scrape off the salt not absorbed, cleanse 
out the vessel, and salt tho pork as before; re- 
peat this three days. The fourth day use pul- 
verized saltpetre with a handful of common salt, 
one-quarter of a pound of saltpetre to seventy 
pounds of meat. Then mix one pound of coarse 
brown sugar, one pint of common molasses; and 
pour over the saltpetre; repeat this tour times a 
t!ay for three days, aud then twice a day for a 
month. Smoke with maple or hickory chips, 
or clean fresh corn col».
